•'More tourists visit Virginia Beach than any other 
city in Virginia," said Charles R. Jefferson, Suffolk 
district landscape specialist, Virginia Highway Depar- 
tment. 

"The Lasking Road interchange is a gateway to that 
resort area. For this reason, the public, and the State, 
felt that more emphasis should be placed on the 
beautification of that part of the expressway." 

The emphasis Jefferson is referring to, in the way of 
$89,000 allocated to plant and maintain 3,226 plant 
materials on approximately one and one-half acres of 
land at the Laskin Road interchange, off the Norfolk- 
Virginia Beach expressway. 

Planting by R. W. Askey Nursuries, Incorp., Suffolk, 
began on Feb. 13, and is expected to be completed by 
the end of April. 

Three massive areas 

Three massive planting areas are to be provided for, 
consisting of cultivated beds of numerous trees, bushes, 
and shrubs, including: 486 Japcnese Snowball Bibur- 
nums; 1800 Border Forsythia; 754 Red Photinias; 90 
Andorra Junipers; 56 Adams Needle Yucca's; 20 
Japenese Pagoda Trees; 16 Japenese Black Pines; and 
four Corkscrew Willows. 

The first bed, located west of Laskin Road Overpass 
on the north side of the west bound land, will include: 
Red Photinias, Border Forsythias, and Pegoda trees. 

The second bed, located on the south side of the east 
bound land, west of the Laskin Road interchange, will 
include: Pagoda Trees, Biburnums, Photinias, and For- 
sythias. . . ^ , . 

The third bed, located on the north side of the west 
bound lane, east of the Laskin Road interchange will in- 
clude: Red Photinias. Yuccas, and border Forsythias. 

Additional Pegoda Trees and Corkscrew Willows will 
be 'spotted" ovef the iai^seape, Jefferson added. 

$89,000 estimate 

The $89,000 price tag for the greenery, is an estimate 
according to Jefferson. 

"That is the total estimated cost," Jefferson said. 

"It includes a guarantee for all the plants and trees 
for three years." 

But, if we don't need much maintenance, and don't 
have to replace many plant materials, the total cost will

$202 million budget 

Tax decrease likely

Although the proposed Virginia Beach operating 
budget for 1981-82 is approximately $28.1 million 
higher than the current budget, 50 percent of the city's 
property owners will be paying no more in real estate 
taxes and in some cases even less. 

The $202.9 million budget contains a recpmmcn- 
dation for a tax rate decrease of seven cents per $100 
valuation to offset higher assesments which average an 
increase of 9.3 percent. 

After City manager George L. Hanbury presented the 
budget to City Council Monday afternoon, Mayor 
Patrick L. Standing said he was "astounded" to see the 
seven cent reduction and said that Hanbury had done a 
good job. 

The tax rate~67 cents except for the Virginia Beach 
Borough where it will be 66 cents-will be the lowest 
among Virginia municipalities except for Harrisonburg 
(65 cents) and Bedford (66 cents). 

City water and sewer users, however, can expect 
bigger bills, probably by January. Rate increases will be 
needed to balance the Utilities Department budget and 
to keep the Utilities Department on i self-supporting 
basis, Hanbury said. A consultant's survey is under way 
to determine what the rates should be. 

Abo recommended in the survey is a two-step across 
the board pay raise effective July 1 which, with a 
revision in the pay and the classification plan on Sept. 1 , 
will amount to a 10 percent increase. Currently the dif- 
ferentil^ between steps varies between 2.7 and 5.5 per- 
cent. After Sept. 1 , the differential between steps will be 
five percent. 

Hanbury said the tax-rate reduction was made 
possible because the city has diversified sources of 



revenue with tourism Still number one. He said the city 
received over $14 million in revenue generated by 
tourism last year and expects to go over $15 million this 
year. The opening of the Pavilion, the city's new arts 
and conference center, is expected to bring in $36.5 
million during and "off-season." 

Already the Pavilion has booked conventions 
bringing 121,650 delegates to Virginia Beach in fiscal 
1980-81. Estimates are that the average delegate spends 
$100 a day and stays an average of three days. The 
largest convention year in the past has attracted 52,000 
delegates! 

At a morning press conference, Hanbury said that at 
the Beach, Tourism is still number one and "we need to 
do everything in our power to see that it remains." he 
said that it was amazing that a city the size of Virginia 
Beach, still growing and trying to provide services, can 
cut the tax rate. 

The rate has been reduced annually since 1975 when it 
was 90 cents per $100 valuation^ 

Hanbury said that the level of service will be main- 
tained under the proposed budget, but that there will be 
no new services. 

The budget is also inflated by $6.2 million which 
represents social security, retirment and group insuran- 
ce employer costs for school teachers. The amount was 
formerly paid directly by the state. In the future 
locailities will pay the costs and be reimbursed later. 
Without this item the budget total would be $1%.7 
million, a 13 percent increase over the current budget 
rather than the 16 percent increase with the $202.8 
million figure. 

The inclusion of the money in the budget also ex-

represents an increase of 20.76 percent rather than 12.1 
percent. 

A major concern of the manago" Is the home-building 
industry whihc in the last ten years has provided short 
term benefits of new growth which has helped keep the 
tax rates lower. Building has all but stopped, he siad, 
but members of the building industry and home tending 
Institutions indicate there could be a complete tur- 
naround by spring of 198 1 . 

The opening of the Pavilion could not hav« come at a 
better time, Hanbury said, to fill the gap Left when the 
building stops. This asset alone can offset 47 percent of 
the decrease in construciton. Hanbury said that bankers 
jxpect the interest rate to go down by 1981 and builders 
are hoping for some control over inftotion. 

Another concern is ther $7 million in Federal impact 
funds for schools included in the budget. The funds krc 
under the greatest attock, Hanbury said, and if they are 
decreased, the proposed reserve of $4.8 laillion could be 
wiped out. The reserve, 2.4 percent of the budget, 
represents the smallest percentage of reserve ever, he 
said. A cut in these funds may force the city to 
reevaluate the budget and might even include a recom- 
mendation for higher tax rates in the middle of the year, 
Hanbury said. 

Hanbury said that he has never included Revenue 
Sharing Funds in the Operating Budget-only in the 
Capital Budget~and has bwn reducing the city's depen- 
dency on Comprehensive Employment Training Act 
(CETA) Funds which he said are a "narcotic." 

The city, however, has continued its dependence on 
the impact funds which have "always been a kind of 
Russian Roulette" situation. 

Also counted among revenues in the budget are an- 
ticipated payments from the City of Norfolk for the use 
of Virginia Beach's landfUl as a disposal site. These 
should amount to over a million dollars and Hanbury is 
recommending a $6 per ton rate for all commercial 
haulers so that sjnouther $500,000 to $600,000 is an- 
ticipated from Beach haulers who have been pennitted 
to use the landfill at no charge. 

A unifwm rate had to be set up, Hanbury said, to 
prevent outside firms from "smuggling" refuse into the 
land fill. Hanbury said all dtiw in TidewWer, except 
Virginia Beach, now charge commercial haulers.

• A reduction in the real estate tax rate by seven cents. 

•Continuation of the existing tax rates in alt other 
categories. 

•No significant decline in the iwesent econbmy. 

•The use of $7.2 million in unappropriated funds for 

1980-81. ^ . 

•Continuation or receipt of school impact funds. 

•Rate of collection of revenues as anticipated. 

•Agreement with the city of Norfolk on a refuse 
disposal contract. 

•Increasing water and sewer, rates. 

•In addition to tourism, Hanbury credited other fac- 
tors to allowing real estate tax rate reductions- 

•Volunteers save the city $10 to $12 million.

Whai kind oJ personal 
financial security plan 
would you need to replace 
the protection you no* 
have under social 
security? 

Such thinking is pure 
sptfculalion since social 
security coverage is man- 
datory lor most perople-- 
ii generally conies with the 
job. For those who feel 
that they could get a better 
deal somewhere else, 
however, the question 
presents an opportunity 
for an illustrative column. 

Not the same 

The first thing one 
would find is that there is 
no comparable package of 
benefits and protection 
available for the same 
price. People would have 
to match social security's 
retirement protection and 
its survivors and disability 
insurance protection.

Initial benefits are figured 
to take account of in- 
creases in wage levels over 
your workin|f life- 
Thereafter, behefits in- 
crease automatically with 
rises in the cost of living. 

The protection would 
have to follow you from 
job. to job. including any 
career changes. This may 



be no prc*lem with most 

individual insurance plans 

or personal investments, 

but is a consideration with 

most private pension 

plans. 
The benefitt wouW have 

to h^ tax-free. Social 
security benefits are not 
subject 10 Federal income 
tax. while income from 
private plans generally is. 

Your private financial 
security plan would need 
to provide lifetime 
payments at retirement to 
match those provided by 
social security. Retirement 
benefits under social 
security can start as early 
as age 62. At a time when 
people are living longer, 
retirement income of in- 
definite duration is impor- 
tant. 

Not praciietl 

In short, the idea of 
replacing social security 
with something else is 
simply not practical for 
most people, even if it 
were permissible. Social 
security is a base of in- 
come protection. By sup- 
plementing this protection 
with private pensions, in- 
surance, and savings, the 
average family is able to 
build a plan of financial 
security that will help meet 
their particular needs. 

It may be of interest to 
note that in the three cities 
served by the Norfolk 
StKial Security office the 
following monthly siKial 
security paymeius were 
being made at the end ol 
December 1978.

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Virginia Beach farmers 
growing corn in no tillage 
and reduced tillage fields 
should still moldbwird 
plow every three to five 
years for better weed con- 
trol, according to Dr. 
James Parochetti, a 
USDA pesticide specialist. 

By moldboard plowing 
no tillage and reduced 
tillage fields, he says, far- 
mers can keep pereimial 
weeds in check, reduce 
weed seed populations on 
the soil surface, and get 
better performance from 
the wider variety of 
preplant and preemerg- 
encc herbicides available 
for conventionally tilled 
corn. 

Control weeds 

Some weeds, Parochetti 
says, particularly fall 
panicum, yellow nutsedge 
and triazine resistant 
redroot pigweed, are 
becoming "increasingly 
difficult" to control in 
no tillage and reduced 
tillage fields. 

"Research has shown 
that higher weed seed 
populations require higher 
rates of herbicides for 
good weed control," he 
says. "To correct this 
costly situation, corn 
growers should mold- 
board plow their fields 
every three to five years to 
bury weed seeds bdow 
their germinating zone." 

If weed seeds are left on 
or close to the soil surface. 



The USS North Carol- 
ina is a 35,000-ton battle- 
ship. 
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a large percentage will 
most likely germinate the 
following year, Parochetti 
says. Unplowed fields are 
subjected to extremely 
twavy weed pressure. 

Chisel plows and heavy 
discs will also bury weed 
SMds, Parochetti says, but 
usually not deep enough 
to stifle germination or 
Msist herbicide perfor- 
ia»nce. Most weeds seeds 
germinate in the top inch 
of soil. 

MoMbeard plowing 

Parochetti says that 
moIdb<»rd plowing, 

preferably in the fall if soil 
erosion is not a problem, 
will provide better control 
of perennial weeds by 
Imaking up the plants' 
roots and root-like 
i^roductive organs. 
Common perennial weeds 
found in com fields today 
include johnsongrass, 
quackgrass. yellow nut- 
sedge, hemp dogbane, 
milkweed, bermudagivss, 
Iffomes^ge and bram- 
bles. 

Fall plowing, Parochetti 
says, will make perennial 
weeds more vulnerable to 
winterkill-specially john- 
songrass. "The reducnl 
ngor of the perennial 
passes will make them 
more susceptible to 
preplant treatments of 
Sutant or Eradicane her- 
bicides," Parochetti ex- 
plains.

Periodic moldboard 
plowing has several other 
benefits, Parochetti adds. 
"Plowing helps to mix the 
soil," he says. "In no 
tillage and reduced tillage 
fields, organic matter con- 
tent increases and soil sur- 
face pH decreases. Both 
factors can have a 
dramatic effect on her- 
bicide performance." 

Manure 

Manure applications 
and several years of con- 
tinuous no tillage or 
reduced tillage corn can 
increase organic matter 
levels on the surface. Most 
herbicide labels call for 
higher rates if organic 
matter is above three per- 
cent. Plowing will mix the 
organic matter that ac- 
cumulates on the soil sur- 
face. 

"While an^ increase in 
organic matter on the soU 
surface can be advan- 
tageous-'-from the stan- 
dpoint of the field's fer- 
tility and moisture- 
holding capacity-it can 
have a negative effect on 
herbicides," Parochetti 
observes. "Soil sampling 
and adjusting herbicide 
rates based on organic 
matter in the soil top two 
inches of soil can be help- 
ful in obtaining good wMd 
control." 

Maintain pH 

Maintaining optimum 
pH is extremely important 
in getting the m(»t out of 
the triazine h«-bicides

Local BBB office offers arbitration 



Most Complaints by 
Virginia Beach consumers 
against businesses are 
resolved soon after they 
are made, either by an 
agreement between the 
two parties or through in- 
formal advice from 
someone else. For disputes 
that can not be settled this 
way, your Better Business 
Bureau office offers ar- 
bitration as an alternative 
to a trip to court. 

Arbitration is an old 
idea that was applied by 
Better Business Bureaus to 
consumber-business dis- 
agreements in the early 
1970's, and over 100 local 
Bureaus throughout the 
country currently offer the 
service. In arbitration, the 
disputants argue their case 



before an impartial ar- 
bitrator-a third party 
volunteer from the com- 
munity-after agreeing in 
advance to abide by the 
arbitrator's decision. 

Court Action 

In some respects, going 
to arbitration is like going 
to court, and indeed in all 
states most arbitration 
awards can be enforced ^ 
the courts. ,'"' 

But there are important 
differences. Both parties 
must agree in advance to 
arbitration-one of them 
cannot require the other to 
take part. 

There is no filing fee for 
the consumer; arbitration 
is a free service. 



Proceedings before an ar- 
bitrator are lesj formal 
and speedier than court 
action, and neither side is 
required to have legal 
representation. 

A Bureau will arrange 
arbitration only when the 
dispute can't be resolved 
through mediation, when 
criminal charges aren't in- 
volved, when the claimed 
damages are limited to the 
value of the product or 
service involved in the 
dispute, and when the law 
doesn't prohibit ar- 
bitration. 

Arbitration may be 
suggested by a BBB after 
it has tried unsuccessfully 
to arrange a settlement by 
the parties, or the parties 
may request it. To start 



arbitration, the BBB 
draws up and the parties 
sign an arbitration 
agreement in which the 
issues in dispute are listed 
and the parties commit 
themselves to be bound by 
an arbitrator's decision.

Ordcriy 

The next step is to 
choose an arbitrator from 
a pool of a community 
volunteers assembled by 
the BBB. In most states, a 
single arbitrator handles 
the case if both parties can 
agree to one. If they can't 
agree, each party chooses 
one arbitrator and the two 
arbitrators choose a third, 
who becomes chairman of 
the three-member panel. 



All arbitrators must be 
impartial. 

If the dispute involves a 
product, a repair job cm- 
the like, the arbitrate or 
either party may want an 
inspection, and this if 
done prior to a hearing. 

The arbitrator may 
want a testing laboratory 
to analyze an article in 
dispute, or an independent 
expert to make an 
' examination. If so, the 
BBB arranges for such 
serviws. 

Bureaus also provide 
facilities and services for 
hearings and record 
keq)ing. If either party 
wants to be represented in 
arbitration by a lawyer or 
someone else, he or she

Council accused of cover-up

Accusations and denials of cover-up attempts by 
Virginia Beach City Council erupted in a close-to-two 
hour scenario during a Council work session Monday 
afternoon. 

At stake were the city's $2.3 million advertising con- 
tract, the process by which the advertising firm handling 
the advertising is chosen, and the reputations of two city 
officials. 

Through it all. members of the Advertising Selection 
Committee, a panel composed of lay person and city 
officials, remained firm in their selection Of the Rich- 
mond-based Martin Agency to handle the city's con- 
tract. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said that he would 
sign the contract with the agency unless Council directed 
him otherwise. The Council did not do that. 

Even Councilman Reid Ervin. who had originally 
proposed that more consideration be given to a local 
firm, said that he would not change agencies at this 
time, just as the city was approaching the summer 
tourist season, but suggested that in the future the con- 
tract be considered in mid or late fall. The Martin Agen- 
cy has been handling the advertising for five and a half 
years. 

David Martin, president of the agency, during a 
presentation of the company's capabilities later, said 
that most of the budget will be usied for advertising and 
of the $155,000 which will go to the agency. $85,000 will 
be used for the payroll for the Virginia Beach campaign. 

Martin said the company ahs a $1 10,000 to $120,000 
payroll at its Beach office. The company employs 50 
persons, and one-third of its $50 million annual business 
deak with travel. 

Monday's controversy in the public Council Cham- 
bers was the outgrowth of remarks made during an 
executive session of Council last Monday and susequent 
interchanges between Council members, and the ap- 
pearance of a full-page ad in a Sunday newspaper 
placed by a Virginia Beach Advertising firm which had 
sought the city contract. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing started the discussion by 
' reporting on a letter from Councilman Reid Ervin to 
Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf charging that Coun- 
cil had endorsed "some cover-up" during the executive 
session. 

Mrs. Oberndorf, who is running for -re-election to 
Council, had indicated to Mayor Standing that she wan- 
ted to speak. Standing said, but before she had the op- 
portunity to speak, Ervin got up and left. 

Ervin said that every council member was entitled to 
his own opinion. He read the letter he sent to Mrs.

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Oberndorf which stated that he was "distressed to learn 
from two members of Council that you took the oppor- 
tunity in my absence to launch an attack on me." 

The letter further stated her remarks were not proper 
and may be a violation of the Freedom of Information 

Act. 

Mrs. Oberndorf said that before she began to talk, 
the conversation had been directed toward awarding the 
advertising contract to the Martin Agency and an article 
on James Rickette. a member of the committee and 
tourist development coordinator for the city's 
economic Development Departmeasyt. Tte Ricketf ar-.. 
tide charged that tte city etaplwee tad b«n a gtww of 
an official of the M»tin flrai «^^ the omipanjf'*. con- 
dominium in Wintwgreen. a ski resort. 

Mrs. Oberndorf had discussed what she was gomg to 
say with city attorney Dale Bimson because she had "no 
desire to violate the freedom of information act," she 
said . Bimson concurred ttat she had . 

She added that she thought Ervin a man of great in- 
tellect. She said that her concern was over distrust of the 
staff and in findirtg out who appointed the committee. 
"At no time did I impugn the character, intelligence and 
integrity of Ervin." 

She said her concern was ttat when people make ac- 
cusations about anyone, they should do so face to face 
and support charges with sworn testimony "so people 
will not live in a Umbo without their character being 
cleared." If Ricketts is guilty of anything, it should be 

provMl. . ., , ^ 

She said she received the Ervin letter on April 1 to 
learn that three members of CouncU would implicate me 
in violations of the Freedom of Information Act. Even 
bureaucraU should tave a hearing," she said. "I do not 
want to do anything wrong, evil or coverup...If I am 
guilty of anything I am guilty of wanUng this group to 
function on an adult level." 

Mrs. Oberndorf then referred to the ad as ' yester- 
day's fiasco." The ad listed the telephone numbers of 
Council members and urged citizens to call to complain 
about hiring a Richmond rather than a Virginia Beach 
firm to tandle the advertising. 

Several Council members later said they had received 
calls throughout the day. 

Ervin sent the letter, he said, because when he had 
called Mrs. Oberndorf earlier, he reaUzed it was a high 
holy day and thought it wouW be inconsiderate to call 
again. He persisted that neglected giving local 
businessmen a chance to do business. 

He said he asked for verification of the charges again- 
st Ricketts. He said that two advertising firms object, 
there may have been a third. "What you're criticizing 
me for is considering two rirms....I'm being blamed for 
the Ricketts affair." He said that at least three Council 
members knew about the Ricketts affair before he did 
and that he had lodged his complaint about the adver-

For all you Chesapeake 
and Virginia Beach surf 
fisherman, «(ho have been 
anxiously awaiting the 
arrival of the big blues, 
my best advice is to head 
south to the Outer B^nks.

Double standard alledged in administration

tising selection process before Ricketts came up. 

In the affair involving Oral Lambert, he said, he 
maintained that the city used a double standard in ad- 
ministering an ordinance. "Anyone who fairly judges 
will have to say a double standard was involved. Public 
Works Director Oral Lamberi had sought a variance to 
tftubdivide the property on which his home is lomted into 
two lots, one a flag lot. The matter was approved ad- 
ministratively while similar requests, Ervin has said, 
must be brought before Council. 

Mrs. Oberndorrs asked that charges agai^ city on- 
ployed be uibstantiateci btTore'^lwir <^tffecters wera^^ 
damaged. 

"Muckraking is not my style," Ervin said, but when a 
citizen lodges a complaint my oath of office tells me to 
pursue the question. 

Ervin several weeks ago questioned the selection 
process and suggested a Council member be appointed 
to the Committee. Council approved including tlw 
Council member. 

Ervin Monday pointed out that in 1973 wh«i the 
initial committee was picked two mwnbers of Council 
served but over the yews they apiMurently were dropped. 
The committee's selection is by Hanbury with the 
assistance of James DeBellis, driector of Economic 
Development. 

Ervin point«l out that the procedure involves $2.5 
million over which Council has no control. (Coun- 
cilman George R.) FerreU and (former City CounciUnan 
Charles. V. Gardner were put on the committee for that 
very reason... .1 did not dig this thing up." 

Councilman John A. Baum said that "nobody would 
handle their personnel the way you're handling city per- 
sonnel. ' ' he said the morale of the citians was at stake. 

Ervin retgorted that "When it suits you you're quick 
to condemn anybody. Hanbury had a chance to 
respond. The response was less than satisfactory." 

Mrs. Oberndorf said she did not endorse a dtnible 
standard, but she maintain^ that Ricketts was never 
given an opportunity to explain. 

She read a letter from Ricketts explaining the ski trip 
which was in February 1978 although the newspaper 
reporting the story had originally reported it was last 
year. 

A member of the firm, Bob Evans, is a close friend of 
the family, Ricketts said, and that when Ricketts accep- 
ted an invitation to Wintergrwn for his family he 
assumed it was to the Evans condominium. When he 
learned that he was to stoy at the Agency cottage, he 
paid all costs, he daid. He said he went to Wintergreen 
to give his eight-year-old son a chance to ski with the 
Evans children whom he knew, 

"We're not trying to cover up for anybody." Mrs. 



Oberndorf said the city has "a lot of city volunteers and 
people elected to office who want to serve." Since 
Watergate, she said, immediately, everyone is suspect. 
"I'm not a poUyanna but I do not believe everybody is 
evU." 

She said l(X) people called her Sunday after the ad ap- 
peared. She pointed out that she had to depend on a 
telephone answering device because she did not have an 
office, a secretary or a maid. Ervin had said that an- 
swering devices turn him off . 

She said that shfc didn't thinlr' Oettflcil member if 
should be expected to buy an ad to state their positibn 
(one caller had sugg^ted as much) everytime someone 
brinp something up." 

"We need to open the wound and let the pus run 
out," she said. 

Councilman Barbara Henley said she was "greatly 
concerned when t received a letter saying I was content 
to allow a cover-up. She added further that Ricketts had 
abstained from voting for the ad agency and said that 
her Easter holiday had been "desecrated" by the calls 
she received on Sunday. She said that as soon as she 
talked with the people, however, they began to have 
doubts about the cover-up charges. 

Ervin said that Mrs. Oberndorf was doing Ricketts no 
favor by reading his letter. He said that one point made 
in the Sunday ad was that "we should not become that 
clc»e to anyone we do business with." 



Councilman Clarence A. Holland said that he did not 
appreciate having reports in the press of things that 
come up during executive sessions. 

Hanbury said that the Davis and Phillips Advertising 
firm of Vikrginia Beach made a good presentation but 
that the survey capabilities of the Martin Agency were 
better. Jerome Davis, of the Virginia Beach agency in- 
serted the controversial ad in the newspaper . 

He said that at least 85 percent of the money will be 
spent witside of Virginia Beach "in the areas we want to 
hit. I think the committee made an adequate decision." 

Skip Hendrix, a member of the committee and 
manager of the Schooner Motel, said the committee was 
pleased with its election of Martin Agency. He said the 
committee did an objective professional evaluation. 

He said that l7 firms from North Miami Beach to 
Annapolis Md. bid for the contract, but that in the 
preliminary phase most of the agencies, including two 
Virginia Beach firnu were screened out on the basis of 
submitted data. 

The two local firms were later permitted to make 
pr«entations on the direction of City Council.

(Continued from p. 2) 
pays for this. 

The hearing, at which 
each party's claims are 
presented orally to the ar- 
bitrator, may be skipped if 
each party agrees that 
written arguments and 
evidence will be sufficient. 
Without such an 
agreement, the arbitrator 
conducts a hearing. Each 
party then presents his or 
her case, including eviden- 
ce or witnesses if desired, 
and is allowed to question 
the other party and their 
witnnses. 

The proceedings are in- 
formal but orderly, and all 
parties and witnesses are 
sworn to tell the truth. 

The arbitrator judges 
whether evidence is 
relevant to the dispute arid 
may reject if if it is not. 
Additional evidence may 
be requested from either 
party if the arbitrator feels 
that it is necessary for a 
decision. 

Reducing woridoad 

The arbitrator decides 
on an award within ten 
days of the end of the 
hearings. The award may 
be entirely in favor of one 
of the parties or it may be 
partly in favor of each. It 
can involve any remedy 
within the scope of the 
original arbitration 
aggreement that is 
allowable under state' 
laws. 

If arbitration is by a 
three-member panel, the 
majority prevails. The 
award b binding on both 
parties under the ar- 
bitration agreement. 
Results, like the hearings, 
are confidential. 

For consumers, BBB 
arbitration represents an 
infornud, no-cost way to 
complain to an impartial 
"judge" who has the 
power to remedy the 
problem. The process is 
convenient and cost- 
saving for businesses, too, 
and many of them commit 
themselves in advaiu:e to 
arbitration of customer 
compUiints that can't be 
resolved otherwise. 

And, arbitration 
doesn't lock the parties in 
combat. They are free to 
resolve their dispute by 
themselves up until the 
announcement of an 
award, and if they do this, 
arbitration proceedings 
are dropped. 

Courts and lawyers 
sometimes refer private 
marketplace disputes to 
BBB arbitration 

programs. The Better 
Business Bureau believes 
that an expanding 
national consumer ar- 
bitration program could 
help to reduce the 
workload on the court 
system.

City Council 

Budget reduction fails

An attempt to reduce 
expenditures in the 
propose 1^0-81 Operat- 
ing Budget for Virginia 
Bewh by $3.2 million 
failed by a 6-4 vote of City 
Council Monday after- 
noon. 

Councilman Donald 
Merrick proposed in his 
motion to reduce expenses 
by S5.2 million and to 
transfer that amount to 
the reserve. This would 
leave the total budget at 
S202.9 million but would 
increase the reserve to SIO 
million. 

His reasons were that 
the economy was 
declining; that Federal 
school impact funds maya 
be reduced or eliminated 
by Congress; and that the 
City's revenue may not be 
as gareat as anticipated. 

He stipulated that the 
decrease would not affect 
the proposed increase of 
7Q police officers, 30 new 
firefighters and the wage 
increase for all city em- 
ployees.

Seashore State Park's $49,000 environmental 
education building, now under construction, is due to 
open by June 1, according to park supervisor Jim Bar- 
ton. 

"Construction began on the facility in January, 
19^," Barton said, "and the expected completion date 
was March 13. 

"But bad weather and snow has put us behind 
schedule, and we now hope to have the building built by 
May 1, aitd filled with exhibits for the public to view by 
June 1. The old museum will be used for demon- 
strations and lectures. ' '

"Our old museum contains about 14 exhibits," Bar- 
ton said, "raiding in scope from flying birds, to 
animals that crawl on the ocean's bottom. 

"The new museum wiU have free-standing cubical 
column modular exhibits which will be traded between 
otho- local parks, such as False Cape, York River, and 
Westmoreland. 

"They will be built in Richmond, and transported to 
our awaiting museum." 

Natfonal landmark 

Located on U.S. 60 at Cape Henry, 4'/i miles east of 
the Junction of u.s. 60 and U.S. 13, Seashore State Park 
became a national landmark in 1963, according to 
Danette McAdoo, chief ranger interpreter. 

"Here at Swwhore," she explained, "Virginia Beach 
residents, and tourists, will find this a truly remarkable 
sand dune region, abounding with life. 

"For this reason, the U.S. Department of the Interior 
d^ignated Seashore a national landmark in 1963. This 
natural area covers approximaely 2,770 acres." 

Fee covers much 

The park is open year round, and charges only a 
parking fee which entitles the park visitor to various 
privledges. 

"The parking fee, which is applicable Memorial Day 
weekend to Laboar Day weekend," McAdoo said, "en- 
tities park visitors to free use of boat ramps, fishing, 
hiking, nature observation, picnicing. bicycling, sight- 
seeing, water fountains, restrooms, free nature trail 
publications, interpretive programs, and a visitor cen- 
ter." 

Interpretive talks 

McAdoo explained that the "interpretive programs" 
apply to the 27 miles of walking trails which wind 
tiiirough the park. 

"The majority of Seashore's 2,770 acres is preserved 
as a natural area to observe some unique forms of

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Why a retirement test? 
It may pay to work 
to augment benefits 

The fact that there is a limit on the amount of ear- 
ninp a pmon can have and sUll receive social security 
checks continues to be one of the most controversial 
aspecu of the social security system. 

The so-calted "retirement test" applies not only to 
retirees, but to people receiving social security benefits 
as dependenu of retired or disabled workers and to sur- 
vivors of decayed wwken. 

Under present law. the amount of money you can 
make and still get social security depends on how old 
you are People 63 and over can earn $5,000 in 1980; 
people under 65 can make $3,720. Earning ov« the

Mosey savCT 

The retirement test plays an ihnportant role in Ae ef- 
fective functioning of the social security system. Ess«- 
tially it saves money be enabUng the targetting of soc»^ 
security benefits to people who are in fact retired or who 
were dependent upon the earnings of a retired, disabled 
or deccued person. The amount of earmngs a person 
has is an indication of retirement. 

It tt estimated that it would cost from $6 to $7 billion 
to eliminate the retirement test. And the people most 



likely to benefit from the change are those who already 
have substantial income. 

An estimated 10 percent of retired social security 
beneficiaries currently have their checks reduced or 
stopped because they earn more thw the annual exwnpt 
amount. Althou^ there is no indifiiti<Mi of how many 
people would actually work if there wtre no ramings 
limit, many still would not because of health and 
phnysical r«sons, even if they could find jobs in the 
current ti^t job market. 

The amount that people can earn and stul receive all 
of their benefits will increase in the future. The law 
provide for automatic raises of $500 a year in the 
amount of money people 65 and over can make until the 
annual amount reaches $6,000 in 1982. For people un- 
dw 65, the amount increases automatically with in- 
creases in general wage levels, as it wiU for people 65 
and over after 1982. 



Bettor to work 



As a result, most people are better off working thaii 
not working, and are able to augment their social 
security income substantiaUy. For example, a person 
who is 65 years old and is eligible for the maximum 
social security benefit of $533 a month~$6,636 an- 
nually-could have $5,000 in earnings for a total of 
$1 1 ,636 in income. He or she could earn $18,272 before 
aU of the social security benefitt for the year are 

withheld. . , 

Likewise a 62-year-old worker receiving a soaal 
security benefit of $402.80 could earn an additional 
$3 720 for a total of $8,573 annually without affecting

' It is important for people planning td rettfe to check 
with their social security office about the rules affecting 
earnings. During the first year of retirement, for exam- 
ple, a monthly test is generally applied. Benefits can be 
paid for months a person does UtUe or no work, regwr- 
dless of total earnings for that year. To find out how the 
test could affect you, it's best to discuss your plans with

(Continued from p. 1) 
nature." McAdoo said. 

"The visitor's center, or old museum, contains many 
wildlife and plant exhibits native to the unusual en- 
vironment found here; it is also a spring board to a 
system of walking traik totaling approximately 27 
miles. 

"The most popular trail is the Bald Cypress Trail,.,one 
mile longjmd crossing dunes and ponds, are regularly 
traveled oy seasonal interpreters who give regular tours. 
A guide book of the trail, toia^ompany my talk, is also 
available at the visitor center. 

"Additional interjN'etive park activities include: 
Evening programs in the park amphitheatre with 
exhibits of the forest and wildlife in the park; nature 
hikes conducted daily; and Sur|day morning inter: 
denominational worship services." 

Bkydcs wcfcomc 

McAdoo said bicycles are welcome at the park, but 
only in the appropriate places. 

"Bicycles arc permitted only on regular park roads 
and on the mail trail iiv the nature area," she said. 

"They are not permitted on adjoining campsites or on 
other trails." 

She said picnic ams are open to the public, but 
swimming is not allowed. 

"The picnic area is free for public use," she said. 

"The area is equipped with drinking water; fire grills 
and fireplaces; refuse disposal; tables; and toilet 
facilities. 

"Swimming is not available and only registered over- 
night guests are permitted on the north side of Route 60 
to swim."

Outdoor famping is another feature of Seashaor© 
State Park which lures visitors from all over the Coun- 
try to Virginia Beach. 

"People who come here to camp usually love it," 
McAdoo said. ^ 

"In addition to the nature and bike trails, they may 
also enjoy swimming in the ocean; Ashing; hook-ups for 
trailers; a general store; provisions for pets; picnicing; 
fires; laundry sinks; dumping stations; and 
housekeeping cabim." 

Seashore State Park's natural area is unique, accor- 
ding to McAdoo, in that tropical and semi-tropical 
plants thrive here along with temperate plants. 

"As visitors walk along the trails, they notice ex- 
planations of the various trees they see," she said, "and 
further notice how different they are from those only a 
few feet away." 



Localtropics 

McAdoo said the following plants may be seen in the 
park: 

Dogwood (Comas Fk^da): 

Dogwood, the official flower of Virginia, is^he best 
known and loved tree in the state. 

This small tree, which grows fibundantly throughout 
the woodlands, is not a 
tree of a season, but a tree 
that holds charm and 
fascination the year 
round. 

Its bark is reddbh- 
brown with alligator 
checkering, and its 
beautiful white flowers 
appear in the early spring. 
In autumn the leaves turn 

to a dazzling scarlet, and organe-red berries in clusters 
persist after the leaves have fallen. Some mammals and 
birds feed on these.

Water Oak (Q uercus Nigra): 

The water oak is a forest tree found usually in swam- 
ps or along river banks. The shapely trunk is covered 
with scaly, light brown bark, tinged with red. 

Its leaves are mostly 
oblong with from 1 to 3 
blunt lobes at the end. Its 
light brown acorn is borne 
on a thin, saucer-shaped 
cup. Its heavy, hard, light 
brown wood is used for 
fule more than lumber. 

This tree holds its leaves for an unusually long time, 
and young water oaks in the woods are often gree at 
Christmas time.

From its small white flowers, born in clusters of two, 
comes a red berry-like 
fruit which is much sought 
as an invigorating meal by 
ground-animals and birds. 

Well into the winter the 
berries last, which with the 
.evergreen, symetrical lit- 
tle leaves, are cheerful 
things to look upon as the 
woods gradually become 
bare. The partridge berry 
is often put in a closed 
glass bowl with mosses 
and lichens and used as an ornament

LobloHy Pi«c (PiBus Taeda): 

The loblolly pine i* a large, fast-growing tree of the 
coastal plain. This tree, 
also known as old field 
pine, grows up, as this 
name implies, in old fields 
and clearings. 

This tree bears its bright 
needles in groups of three. 
The fruit is a cone which 
ripens in the autuipn, and 
during fall and ■ early 
autumn sheds many 
winged seeds which are 
widely distributed by the 
wind. The coarse grained 
wood is used for building material, piling, and fuel. 

Wkile CMi (Qwron Altw): 

The white oak is a fine, large, spreading tree which 
occurs in most of our states. 
It may stand as a solitary, 
towering tree, a stately 
sentinel for many years, or 
in numbers t(^ether for- 
ming vast and valuable 
forests. 

The tree's thin, light, 
ashy gray and scaly bark is 
one of its distinctive 
features. Its leaves are 
bright green with 5 to 9 finger-like lobes. The fruit is a 
small acorn which is relished by hogs, other hvestock, 
and wildlife.

Black Oak (Quercus Velutina): 

The black 09k, sometimes called yellow oak or 
yellow-barked oak further north, is found throughout 
Virginia, from the mountains to the coastal plain. 

It is a large tree with an 
irregularly shaped crown 
and large leaves with 
shallow or dwp lobes. 
When mature, the leaves 
are dark green and shiny 
on the upper surface, pale 
on the lower, and have a 
spiny projection at the / 
point of each lobe. 

The bark on the very young trunks is dark brwon and 
smooth but becomes black and deeply furrowed with 
age. 

Spaoish Moss (Tillandsia): 

Spanish moss, the long, silvery-gray festoons that you 
see, drape these forest 
trees. This mossy growth 
give one the filing that he 
is entering a great 
cathedral. 

Spanish moss is not a 
parasite, as is commonly 
belived, but an epiphyte, 
which derives neither 
water nor food from the 
trees upon which it grows. 
Having no root system, it

merely hangs on the limbs and is seldom, if ever, har- 
mful to the tree. 

It is not a moss, but a member of the pineapple family 
having very tiny yellow fiowers which form seeds with 
sails. We know that its soft, spongy covering absorbs 
and holds its water supply, but just how it collects and 
stores its food supply is still a mystery. This is the most 
northern outpost of this truly semi-tropical plant. 

The small, brown, three-sided nuts are almost as well 
known as chestnuts. One is tempted to arrange these in 
interesting patterns and shpaes. 

Sweet-Scenled White Water Lily 
(Castalia Odorata): 

If Virginia Beach residents look carefully you will see 
several tiny white islands. These islands are not really 
islands, but large clusters of water lilies. 

The round, floating 
leaves are green and 
shining above, and purple 
beneath. The handsome 
flowers rest as gracefully 
as swans on the surface of 
the water, which reflects 

their beauty. The blossoms are white around the outside 
with a glossy yellow center. 

Southern Red Gait (Querciis Fakfltfl): 

The southern red oak, often referred to as Spanish 
oak, is a large and very common tree found in Virginia 
from the low mountains to the coastal plain. 

Its large spreading 
branches form a broad, 
round, open top. Its bark 
is light gray on the young 
branches and dark gray on 
the older branches, with 
slight ridges. 

The leaves are either pear-shaped or irregular-shaped 
lobes. They are lustrous green above and downy 
beneath.

Holly (ilex Opaca): 

We associate holly with cold, snowy nights sleigh bells 
jingling, Blitzen, Vixen, Prancer and Dancer charging 
to the roof, blazing log fires, large bowls of spicy pun- 
ch, tables loaded with 
good food, stockings 
filled with toys, and par- 
ties all the while. 

The traditional use of 
holly at Christmas comes 
to us from England just as 
the eyergree ornament- 
hung trM Custom stems 
from Germany. 

Often thoughtless person strip holly trees for 
decorations— help us protect these in the park, keep the 
unspoiled as enduring Christmas decoration in the 
forest. 





Beccli (Fagus Grandifolia): 

The beech, a beautiful tree in either winter or sum- 
mer, is very abundant throughout Virginia. 

With young lovers and all owners to jackknives. the 
beech is extremely 
popular. 

Its coarse, pointed, 
deep green and leathery 
leaves, which are from 
three to four inches long, 
produce a dense shade un- 
der which young and old 
folks are happy to sit.

Henley said that people 
should be shown where 
they are losing services 
with the cuts. 

Holland said that he'd 
have a hard tim suppor- 
ting the cut. "I don't see 
areas that can be cut. We 
can do it through the 
year." 

Merrick pointed out

The coostruction of five 
houses will be permitted 
on 20 lots on the ocean 
front although both the 
Planning Conunission and 
the city's Planning Depar- 
tment maintained that the 
construction will resuh in 
more than minimal dune 
disturbance allowed in the 
ordinance. 

City Council Monday 
afternoon approved a 
conditional use permit for 
construction of the homes 
according to a site plan— 
the fifth-presented by the 
applicant. The Planning 
Department, which agreed 
that the plan was the best 
possible for the construe-, 
tion of five units, main- 
tained that to allow more 
than two units is highly 
detrimental to the dune. 

City Council, apparen- 
tly was looking toward a 
possible law suit which 
could develop on denial of 
the application. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
said that he would like to 
stop alal development 
along the dunes, but I 
don't feel we're ready to 
face the law suits. I think 
we are as far as we can go. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum said the city was 
hampered by the' State 
which refused to back the 
city with State legislation. 

The only alternative to 
development is the city's 
acquisition of beachfi-on 
property, which has been 
supported consistently by 
city manager George L. 
Hanbury. 

Area residents, who 
c^ginally opposed the 
p«nut application, ap- 
parently prefer construc- 



tion of the five single 
family homes to acquisi- 
tion of the property by the 
city. 

Tom Aiken, represen- 
ting the Croatan Property 
Owners Association and 
the South Rudee Shores 
Civic League, said both 
organizations voted to 
support the new plan. 
"Members felt the alter- 
native (city acquisition of 
the property) was less ac- 
ceptable" and "the most 
influential factor in the 
vote." 

Aiken said, "City 
ownership seems to offer 
no advantage to the dunes 
or public cost... Property 
will be removed from the 
tax rolls... there is no in- 
surance that the dunes will 
be prwerved." He said the 
city is disturbing an ad- 
jacent dune and is not en- 
forcing an ordinance ban- 
ning vehicles from driving 
over the dunes. 

He said the newest plan 
presented by the applicant 
has a minimum setback 
from Atlantic Avenue and 
will improve the dune line. 
The houses will be two to 
four feet higher than 
originally planned and the 
deck facing the ocean will 
be 10 to 12 feet higher- 
"well above the dune." 

Aiken called for Coun- 
cil's clarification of intent 
and a clear definition of 
dune disturbance. 

Jack Whitney, plann«- 
in the Planning Depar- 
tment who helped prepare 
the ordinance, said that 
although the plan presen- 
ted the best way to arrange 
the five units, he still felt 
they were not acceptable 
and did not constitute 
minimal disturbance 

allowed in the ordinance. 

He said the city can only 

recommend two units on 

lots 4 and 9. He said he 

did not think the wording

Virginia Beach, farmers 
should consider their crop 
rotations and the needs of 
each field when preparing 
to plow. 

Two Virginia Tech ex- 
tension specialists noted 
that tillage needs vary with 
crops, crop pests, soils 
and climatic conditions. 

Easley S. Smith, exten- 
sion agricultural engineer, 
and Daniel C. Brann, ex- 
tension agronomist, said 
moldboard plowing is 
needed in some fields; 
others should be chisel 
plowed, and some fields 
should be no-tilled for 
erosion control and long- 
term higher yields. 

The pair observed that 
the wet fall and spring 
have been a mixed blessing 
because most producers 
are "behind" in their 
tillage, therefore, less soil 
has been washed away by 
the heavy rains. 

The two College of 
Agriculture and Life 
Sciences faculty members 
observed that leaving crop 
residue on the soil surface 



reduced erosion from 18.3 
tons per acre where 
soybean land was mold- 
board plowed in the fall to 
six tons per acre where 
stubble was left on the sur- 
face. 

Leaving corn stalks on 
the surface or light fall 
disking reduced soil losses 
to 1.1 tons per acre com- 
pared to 9.8 tons per acre 
when the land was mold- 
board plowed. 

They asked Virginia 
farmers to consider 
carefully their alternatives 
before spending long 
hours on a tractor when 
the weather breaks. 

Even small amounts of 
residue greatly reduce run- 
off and soil loss. One ton 
of residue per acre alsmost 
eliminates erosion. A 125- 
bushel per acre corn crop 
produces approximately 
3.5, 1.5 and 2.5 tons of 
residue per acre, respec- 
tively. 

The pair said all com- 
pacted fields must be 
tilled. Extremely weedy 
fields or those with John- 



songrass should be mold- 
board plowed. Other 
fields, such as those being 
readied for peanuts, 
should be moldboard 
plowed for disease con- 
trol. 



However, they said, the 
chisel plow or heavy di$k 
may be satisfactory in 
many cases for tillage and 
pest control.

in the reference sections. 

Mayor Patrick L. Stan- 
ding told Coundl at an in- 
fOTmal session Monday 
aftemon that since the 
Library Board decision 
bst week, the "correspon- 
dence which I have been 
receiving and the phone 
calls lead be to believe I 
am not prepared with 
adequate information on 
tlMlilmry affair." 

Hie complaining coun- 
cilmen. Vice Mayor J. 
Henry McCoy Jr. and R.

Flounder biting well

As predicted, the Eastern Shore's seaside channels 
are already producing fare catches of flounder. On 
Monday, I talked with Virginia State Game Warden 
Mickey Esham of Accomac county. He told me that 
charter boats out of Chincoteague, Quimby and 
Wachapreague are coming back with as many as 50 fish 
per boat. Mickey did tell me that the flounder being 
taken are small but, with a couple more weeks of warm 
weather, I think we will notice an increase in size. 

Mickey also told me that net flsherman are catching 
plenty of grey trout near Hungers Creek on the 
Bayside. So it shouldn't be to long before the sports 
fisherman start picking up on this action also. 

Bluefish tactic: on move 

The bluefish are up to their usual tatics. One day 
you'll catch them at one location, and the next day 
they'll come ashore several miles up the beach. 
Although they are catching them as far north as 
yirginia Beach, you would probably have your best luck 
around Oregon Inlet this weekend. 

I plan on heading down that way on Friday with 
hopes of fishing at south Nags Head near the Inlet 
unless 1 receive some better advise from Damen Tatem 
at Tatem's Bait and Tackle Shc^ at Nags Head. 

Damen delivers bait to most of the piers and keeps 
abreast of what is gdng on down there as far as the fish 
are concerned. So if y(xi should go down that way, you 
might want to stop in and see him and find out where 
the fish were caught the previous day. His shop is 
located at the 12 mile post (across from the high sand 
dune(. He would be more than glad to help ycHi out. 

Freshwater action good, too 

On the freshwater scene, the action is really looking 
good. Otis Nelson, down at the Northwest River 
Campgrounds, told me that this past week had been 
one of the best he had had this season. There seem to 
be plenty of bass, crappie, pike and catfish just waiting 
for some lucky angler to dangle a shiner in frcmt of 
them. 

Otis had the following names and catches for me, and 
it looks like everybody caught fish. 

On Tuesday, April 8, Mr. and Mrs. F. R. McMillan of 
Norfolk went out on the river to try their luck. I don't 
know what their total catch was, but I do know that they 
did bring back a 7 3/4 pound catfish. 

On Thursday, Junior Gray came back with 15 crappie 
and Mr. and Mrs. Arnold Phillips of Chesapeake 
caught 16 crappie. 

G. R. Weber, of the USS America, also went out on 
Thursday and caught five catfish which averaged 2 lbs. 
each. Rowland "River Rat" Marshall, caught 13 
crappie, one bass and one bream. 

On Friday, Junior Gray went out on the river again. 
This time he took along his wife, Louise. The two of 
them brought back 20 nice crappie. On the same day 
Slim Mizell kept the average by boating 10 crappie. 

Johnny and Butch Hartman and Melvin Hobbs of 
Chesapeake tried their luck on Saturday morning and 
luck is what they had. The trio caught 27 bass keeping 
the 24 largest, the largest fish in their string was 5 



pounds and that is a real nice bass. 
Big Saturday catciws 

Other action on Saturday included; three bass for 
Walter Gregoy of Chesapeake, 18 crappie for Pat 
O'Farrell of Chesapeake, 14 crappie for Bill and Teddy 
Dean; six bluegill, six crappie, six pike and one catfish 
was taken by C. R. Walters and Jim Etiis of 
Chesapeake; W. E. Fomy and Mike Jameson caught 15 
bream, two catfish and 10 white perch. 

"River Rat" Marshall showed off his skill once again 
on Saturday by catching three nice catfish. Two of the 
fish weighed in at 41bs. each and the third catfish was a 
nice 10 lb. citation. 

On Sunday Pat O'Farrell teamed up with JtAnny 
Hartman and it seems as though they cam up with the 
right combination. Ihe two anglers caught 52 nice 
crappie and 9 bass. That is a real nice days worth of 
fishing. 

On the same day, Don Allen and Midge Carmine of 
Virginia Beach caught 17 crappie, one bream, one 
catfish, and two pike. Pat Myers and Frenchy Groux 
caught four pike, seven cats, two bass and eight 
bluegill, and Bill and Teddy Dean came back with a nice 
8 lb. 4 oz. catfish.

On MtHiday, Robbie Robinson, fi-om over at Lake 
Smith and B. Gaskill caught 16 cn^pie, 15 bream and 1 
catfish. On the same day Rowland Marshall and Slim 
Mizell of Chesapeake caught 2 pike (3 lbs. apiece) three 
catfish, two bass and 30 crappie. The pair had one real 
nice crappie that went 1 lb. 7 oz. 

If you are new to the area or just new to the fishing 
world and feel like you want to go fishiitg, don't let the 
far off names I mention in may cdumn scare you off. 
The Eastern Shore is only a one hour drive away and it 
offers some of the best saltwater fishing in the world as 
does the Outer Banks of N. C. which is only 1 1/2 hours 
away. On the Eastern Shore you can find very 
reascHiable charter boat rates if you don't own your own 
boat. As for the Outer Banks of N. C, you don't need a 
boat. You can fish the surf, and it is a real treat. 

If ycHi are interested in freshwater fishing, Otis 
Nelscm down at the Northwest River Campgrounds 
rents boats at a reasonable daily rate as do many of the 
other area hotspots. 

So dcm't sit at home and just read about what 
everybody else is catching. Get out and catch your ow^^ 
Fishing is a sport that the whole £Eunily can tnjoy.

"But we had to move to Toronto Canada," 
Dacanay explained, "so my wife could finish her 
medical training." 

"In Canada, Dacanay worked for Ottawa based 
construction/engineering firm for three years. It 
was after that, that he decided to go into business. 

"1 decided to change careers," he said, "and I 
wanted to become a businessman, an en- 
trepreneur. 

Next he distributed Philippino movies, for a 
Canadian film company. 

"I was banking on nostalgia," he said. 

"I thought that there were so many Philippinos 
in Toronto, they would like films about the 
homeland, and past events. 



Back into accounting 

But Dacanay went back to accounting, because 
being on the road with the films, "was too much 
of a strain on my marriage." 

He became an accountant for the Mount Sinai 
Hospital in Toronto for 18 months, but "we 
decided to come back to the U. S. again," he said, 
"because I thought she and I would both have bet- 
ter job opportunities here." 

"We initially went to New York for a few mon- 
ths.

"I bought a house in Virginia Beach in early

If it works in 
Canada, it should work here."

Dacanay said he and his wife have little spare 
time but when they do, "we travel a lot," he said. 

"We'll go to Daytona, Orlando, or Las Vegas. 
But 1 stay here a lot because I love the brach. 

"I'm not a Virginia Beach resident, likewise 
most of the people I meet. That's why I feel com- 
fortable."

Almost 785,000 students between the ages 18 and 22 
receive monthly social security checks because of the 
death, disability or retirement of a parent (or, under cer- 
tain conditions, a grandparent) who worked long 
enough under social security. 

If you attend college but have not completed the 
requirements for a bachelor's degree?S'Ou'' checks can 
continue until the end of the semester or quarter in 
which you become 22. If you attend a trade or 
vocational school, your checks can continue until you 
complete your course or for 2 months after the month 
you reach 22, whichever comes first. 

Your checks will stop earlier if you marry, stop atten- 
ding school, or reduce your attendance below full time. 

Who is fuil-lime student? 

Under the social security law, you're a full-time 
student if you attend a university, college, or junior 
college in the United States and the college considers 
you to be in full-time attendance according to its stan- 
dards for day students. 

If you attend high school or trade or vocational 
school, you're a full-time student if: 

You're considered in full-time attendance by the 
school; enrolled in a course of study lasting at least 13 
weeks, and enrolled for at least 20 hours a week. 

You're not eligible for student benefits if you're paid 
by an employer to attend school because he or she asked 
or required you to do so. 

Schools that qualify 

You can get student benefits if you attend any of the 
following kinds of institutions: 

A high school supported or operated by a State or 
local government, or the Federal Government; 
vocational or trade school supported or operated by a 
Slate or Local government, or by the Federal Gover- 
nment; State college or university or a community 
college; private school or college approved by a State or 
accredited by a State-recognized or nationally 
recognized accrediting agency, or unaccredited private 
school or college, provided that at least three accredited 
schools or colleges accept its credits on transfer on the 
same basis as credits transferred from an accredited 
school. 

Schools outside the United States may qualify under 
certain circumstances. For information about a par- 
ticular school, get in touch with your social security of- 
fice. 

Check during vacations 

Your checks can continue during a vacation period of 
not more than 4 months if you were a full-time student 
before the vacation period started and you intend to 
return to full-time attendance after the vacation ends. 

If your checks stop because you decide not to return 
to school full time, but you change your mind baefore 
the end of the 4-month period, you can get back 
payments.

Earning can af fed checks 

Your earnings from a job or scH-cmployment may af- 
fect your social security checks. Earnings for the entire 
year must be counted. This includes months both before 
and after your benefits begin, as well as months after 
your benefits end. Here's how it works: 

In 1980, if you earn S3,720 or less, you'll get all your 
social security payments for the year. 

If you earn more than S3, 720, we will withhold $1 in 
benefits for each $2 you earn above that amount. 

The earnings of your parent on whose record yomfet 
social security checks may also affect your checks. For 
instance, if your parent didn't get a check for one or 
more months because of his or her earnings above the 
annual limit, then you won't gel a check for those mon- 
ths either, even if you didn't work. 

When student benefits start 

If you are under 18 and receiving social security 
checks, we will send you a notice a few months before 
your 18th birthday. It will explain what you must do if 
you want to continue getting benefits as a full-time 
student. 

But you will need to apply for benefits if you are a 
student who becomes elegible after you turn 18. ^ou 
may become eligible at the time one of your parents 
becomes entitled to retirement or disability benefits or 
dies. Or you may have been over 18 and not attending 
school when your parent started getting checks or died. 
In these cases, your checks can start when you begin at- 
tending school full time. 

If you are eligible for benefits but apply late, you can 
get back payments for up to 12 months. 

We can pay checks directly to a student or, on his or 
her behalf, to a parent or some other person who is 
responsible. You can get more information about this at 
any social security office. 

How to apply 

You (or your parent or guardian) can apply for 
checks at any social security office. When you apply, 
you should be prepared to give information about your 
school attendance, such as: 

Name and address of the school; dates of attendance 
for the past year if you are eligible for back checks; your 
student identification number, if any; number of credit 
hours you carry if you attend a college, a junior college 
or a university; number of actual hours you are 
scheduled to attend each week if you go to a high school 
or vocational school, and, of course, if it's near the end 
of a school year, whether you intend to return to school 
full time after vacation and the date you will return. 

Please take your social security card with you if you 
have one. 

Must things to report 

If you receive student benefits, you must notify any 
social security office if you: marry; stop attending 
school full time, or expect to earn over the annual 
exempt amount ($3,720 for 1980). 

Also twice a year you will be asked to complete a 
form about your full-time enrollment and have the in- 
formation verified by a school official. It is important 
that these forms be completed and returned promptly; if 
they are not, your benefits could be stopped. 

As of December 1978 social security statistical records 
show the following information about students who 
receive social security benefits and reside in (he cities 
serviced by the Norfolk office.

City Council may spend $1 million on advertising 



Merrick, Ervin lash 
back at Standing; 
Inn-Keepers and mer- 
chants argue about 
parking; Limit on 
sailboats.

The City of Virginia Beach may be spending more on 
advertising than is necessary, according to councilman 
F.Rcid Ervin. , . 

A total of $1,057,777 has been proposed for adver- 
tising for Fiscal Year 1980-81. Ervin in a statement 
released to Council Monday afternoon, said that this 
could be cut in half without impairing the city's tourist 

income. - 

He based his conclusion on advertising budgets ot 

other cities broken down into the tourist dollars 

generated by each advertising dollar spent. 
In 1979 the city spent $973,902 on advertising whihc 

generated approximately $160 million or $164.29 per 

dollar. _ . . • 

This is the second lowest return of the 17 cities in- 
cluded in the Ervin's presentation although comparable 
figures were not available in five cases. * 

For example. Hot Springs, which spenWOO.OOO had 
a return of $512.50 generated per advertising dollar 
while San Diego, which aUo spent $400,000 had a return 
of $2,247.50. , ^ . ,,. 

In terms of dollars generated Ervin concludes that the 
city's advertising is relaUvely ineffective or. what is 
more likely, that the city is spending more than is 
necessary. , , 

The advertising budget is determined by a formula 
that Ervin said "has no rational basis and I am sur- 
prised that we continue with it year after year and never 
question it." 

The formula includes percentages of the restaurant- 
lodging tax revenues, amusement tax revenues, media 
price increases and building permits issued for motel 

"^E^vin didn't ask that any action be taken this year but 
that some consideration to the advertising budget be 
given before the 1981-82 budget is prepared. 



Ervin pointed to the advertising budget as one way of 
reducing the budget. 

His statement supported a proposal by Councilman 
Donald Merrick to increase the unappropriated surplus 
in the 1980-81 budget by approximately $5 million. He 
said that his suggestion would have transferred ap- 
proximately 2'/2 percent of the city's proposed expen- 
ditures to surplus until the economy had a chance to 
prove itself. 

Equalization of assessments for commercial and 
other income— producing properties could lead to a 
substantial increase in revenues, he said, and pointed 
out that he had recommended a study. 

Ervin said that the Erosion Commission budget could 
be reduced. The Commission, he said, continues to 
request funding for beach nourishment using both 
hydraulic dredging and truck haul. 

Another cost-saving measure would bft the reduction 
in the use. of city vehicles. He said there is still 
widespread use of city vehicles by employees who are 
not on a 24-hour emergency call and that there are 
probably many routine trips that could be curtailed 
during working hours. 

He said that Merrick's suggestion, which failed to 
receive support last week, should be considered again. 

Ervin also included a statement of policy to promote 
the employment of local architects, consulting engineer 
or surveyors by the city. 

Ervin's recommendations were not discussed by 
Council Monday. 

Mayhor receives criticism 

Councilmen Donald Merrick and F. Rcid Ervin 
lashed back at criticism from Mayor Mayor Patrick L. 
Standing with a joint statement released at a special 
press conference Monday afternoon. 

At his own press conference on Friday, Mayor Stan- 
ding said that he would support neither Merrick nor Er- 
vin for mayor. He also said that he would not run for 
another two-year term when his present term is up June 

30. 

The statement declared that Standing's remarks were 
"in poor taste and unbecoming to his office.. .also 
ludicrous. ..because.. .neither of us has sought the sup- 
port of any member of City Council for the Mayorship 
or the vice-mayorship and we can assure the public that 
we have not sought the support of each other for those 

positions." 

The statement reasserted their support for a direct 
election of the mayor by popular vote "and if one needs 
any proof of the wisdom of that concept they need look 
no further than to Mr. Standing's recent term in of- 
fice."-- 



They continued that "what we seek is not some 
ceremonial office that is given as a prize to the best fen- 
ce straddler but rather a new direction for our city and 
we want to be a part of a voting majority that will make 

it happen." ,, . . 

TTiey charged that the city has suffered from poor 
leadership and the refusal of council to establish a clar- 
cut policy for the city mam^er. 

They listed issues on which they and Mayor Standing 
differed. They opposed the purchase of Kempsville and 
County Utilities as too extravagent, opposed the plan- 
ned improvements to Virginia Beach Boulevard because 
they were too costly and disruptive to business interests 
and other roads which could use the money more, they 
supported a cut in the propostto budget which would not

have affected taxes or proposed salary scales. 

They also noted that a recent r^ignation by "oim of 
our best young men" probably resulted from the city 
managn's failure to promote a highly qualified person 
from within the ranks." 

They also critiaxd a midnight meeting of several 
councilmen including Standing and J. Curtis Payne Jr. 
at a local developer's officx to discuss a poli(x in- 
vestigation. 

They concluded that the "mayor is obviously trying 
to select his successor and to perpetuate the type of 
Council majority that has served this city without 
distinction for the past 17 years."

Council approves Cityordinance on sailboats

Innkeeper Association 

The 59-member Innkeepers Association is working 
with Beach merchants and restauranteurs to form one 
organization to promote their common interests. 

But at present, the Innkeepers seem to be a 
loggerheads, as one councilman put it, with the mer- 
chants. 

The issue is parking on Atlantic Avenue. 

George Leary, operator of the Trition Towers Motel 
at 35th Street and the Oceanfront, Monday afternoon 
criticized Council for voting to reinstate parking on 
Atlantic Avenue in areas between 15th Street and 24th 
Streets. He said the Innkeepers were not advised that the 
subject would come up. 

He said that the parking ban and the left-turn 
stacking lanes have helped to keep the traffic moving 
and "I can't see why the city would take one step for- 
ward with stacking lanes and two steps back." 

He said that removal of the meters (between 15 '/: and 
18'/i Streets and between 20'/2 and 23'/: Streets) which 
would be replaced with last week's asction, were a 
"Godsend," because of the greater safety of egress 
from the unmetered areas. With the removal of the 
meters, loading zones were established on side streets. 

Leigh Forbes and Joseph Hawa, merchants along the 
area, petitioned Council, for the change back to meters 
and parking. 

Leary said the Innkeepers would sooner eliminate 
parking from all of Atlantic Avenue than to have any 
parking reinstated. 

The traffic situation has* caused complaints and 
check-outs at motels, Leary said, and families with 
children arc not remaining. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said that he was 
ready to recommend further parking bans on Atlantic 
before Council reinstated parking last week. He said 
that he would have background information when the 
matter is reconsidered next week. 

The Innkeepers represent 1 10 different properties at 
the beach with 80 percent of the rooms. 

He added that '90 to 95 percent of the merchants' 
business comes from guests of the motels and hotels. 
With traffic congestion scaring guests away, the mer- 
chants would suffer, he said. 

The Innkeepers, he said, will back the elimination of 
all parking on Atlantic but requested that arrangements 
remain as they arc at this time. 

In 1974 Leary served on the city's Pampas Committee 
which studied ways to improve Atlantic and Pacific 
Avenues. He said that no action should have been taken 
last week because all factions were not heard. 

Melvin Koch, operator of the Cuttvsark Motel. r>oin- 



ted out that every time someone opens a store, "they get 
a variance for parking" because they claim they have a 
walk-in trade. If this is so, he asked, why do they need 
parking on Atlantic? 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr., on the prevailing 
side of last week's vote, moved to reconsider the action 
and was supported by a vote of 9-1 with Councilman 
Donald Merrick dissenting. Mayor Patrick L. Standing 
was absent. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that it "looks like the in- 
nkeepers and the merchants are at loggerheads." 

Leary said that the innkeepers, merchants and 
restaruanteurs are trying to form one organization to 
handle their problems in view of the weakened con- 
dition of the Chamber of Commerce. Thbe Chamber at 
present is without an executive director. 

The enormity of congestion of Atlantic is un- 
believeable, Leary said. Parking meters encourage the 
parking of vans where drinking and rowdy behavior 
take place, he said, hardly the environment for family- 
oriented tourists. 

327 sailboats maximum 

An ordinance approved by Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday afternoon permits a maximum of 327 
sailboats on the public beach between 42nd Street and 
Fort Story. 

But they will have to have permits which cost $30 for 
residents and $60 for non-residents with limitations 
placed on the number of boats which can be stationed 
on each block. 

Members of the city administrative staff and 
representatives of Hobie Fleet 32 and the Norfolk Beach 
Civic League developed the regulations which limit four 
sailboats per block between 42nd and 57th Streets, seven 
per block between 57th Street and 77th Streets, and 12 
sailboats per block between 77th STreet and Fort Story. 

The permits will be issued on a fairst-comc, first-ser- 
ved basis which may leave some latecomers a spot on a 
more distant block than they would like or with no spot 
at all. 

Gary Bobbitt, of the Hobie Cat Sailing Group, said 
that 190 are located on the stretch of beach. 

The regulations are an outgrowth of complaints from 
Beach residents about the concentration of boats in par- 
ticular areas of the beach. 

Robert Barcfield that while the ordinance may solve 
the problem in North Virginia Beach, it "will pop out 
somewhere else." The number of sailboats will not 
decrease but will go to different areas. 

Councilman Clarence Holland agreed that boaters 
will probably take their boats to the baysidc. He said 
that he was not aware that hobie cats had become such a 



problem and that the ordinance was an example of the 
government getting a little too involved with people's 
rights. 

Mrs. Orover HUl of the North Beach Civic Ledague, 
said that a voluntary program was tried in 1968-69 but 
did not work. At one time, she said, there were 32 boats 
parked on the l>each in front of her home. 

The ordinance was approved by a vote of 9-1 with 
Holland dissenting. Mayor Patrick L. Standing was ab- 
sent. 

Also approved by unanimous vote was an ordinance 
requiring the boats to operate a sound device on laun- 
ching and landing. 

Complaints have cental around the danger of the 
boats to swimihers. 

Pormits will be issued by the city manager. 

Future roads impossible? 

Getting a road built in Virginia Beach has never been 
easy, but recent developments make future road 
building in the city seem almost impossible. 

Although the city has footed the bill for much of its 
roads, it has received considerable assistance from the 
State and from developers. 

But the Sute has cut back assistance putting in 
jeopardy such urgent projects as Kempsville Road and 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

At the same time recent Supreme Court rulings 
outlaw Beach practices of requiring developers to pave, 
or place in escrow the cost of the paving, roads abutting 
their projects. 

Since so much of the city's Comprehensive Highway 
plan is predicated on these two forms of assistance, 
some council members think that the Plan should be 
changed. 

Viw Mayor J. Henry McCoy Monday afternoon at 
an informil session said that the plan had to be changed 
before Council is "inundated" with rezoning requests 
through areas where the plan projects highway im- 
provements. Requests for higher density zoning through 
these areas would tax the present roads and without 
developer participation in improvements, the city would 
be left with the full road costs. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said the General 
Assembly could resolve the problem by giving localities 
enabUng l^slation to rwjuire participation. He main- 
tained, "What we are doing is morally right" (although 
it may not be legally right), because "developers have 
res|K>nsibilities." 

Councilman Reid Ervin asked why the Plan should be 
changed. 

McCoy said because it was predicated on the belief 
that the roads would be built. 



Ervin insisted that tlw Plan would still stand "if we'v^ 
made accurate projections. " . 

The Virginia Beach Circuit Court ruled last week in |

Wright at the formal session later requested Councu 
to remove the requirement imposed on E. Kenneth Day, 
Construction Techniques, Inc.. to improve Harr^j 
Road, abutting Middle Planation in the Little Neck 
Road area. ,.j 

Wright said that his client was willing to dedicate tl^ 
right of way beyond the property but was not willing tp 
construct Harris Road beyond the entrance. ^" 

Hanbury said that the road improvement was a con- 
dition of the rezoning and that the applicant had no ob; 
jection at the time his application was considered. ''. 

The matter was deferred for two weeks to give Counr 
cil time to read the original transcript of the rezoning 
hearing. 

In two other zoning applications. Council waive^ 
right of way improvements . 

Frederick Heitmann Jr. and Shirley S. Heitman were 
granted a change of zoning from R-6 Residential 
District to B-2 Cpmmunity Business District on a M 
acre parcel at the southwest corner of Virginia Beac)i 
Boulevard and Mayo Road . 

A condition that the cost of improvements for a stan- 
dard city street along Virginia Beach Boulevard hfi 
placed in the prject account was eliminated.

What about credits for 
child care, energy-saving 
home improvements and 
political contributions? 
Like deductions, credits 
can be ganged up-and 
remember, credits are 
subtracted directly from 
your tax bill while deduc- 
tions reduce your total in- 
come before the tax is 
figured. Thus, credits 
mean more money in your 
pocket. 

If your year is likely to 
be limited in deductions, 
credits or exemptions, 
plan to reduce your tax 
bill by deferring some of 
your income. The most 
obvious way, if you 
qualify, is to invest some 
of your income in an In- 
dividual Retirement Ac- 



count or Kcogh Plan. 

Interest on municipal 
bonds is tax-exempt so 
you may want to invest 
money there, depending 
upon your marginal lax 
bracket. Ask your tax ad- 
visor about gifts, trusts, 
and interest-free loans to 
family members, and see 
if you can transfer the lax 
burden lo their lower in- 
come lax bracket. 

It's been estimated that 
three out of four families 
pay more federal income 
tax than necessary, so it 
pays to plan ahead for 
your tax bill. Always keep 
your current financial 
situation in mind. CPAs 
say, and keep abreast of 
constantly changing tax 
regulations, so that you'll 
know how to make 
decisions and choices that 
will affect your tax pic- 
sure-in your favor. 



Beach residents wonder 



Invest or not to invest in fluctuating markets 




To invest or not to in- 
vest is a dilemma facing 
many Virginia Beach 
residents today who are 
wary of the recent sharp 
fluctuations in the invest- 
ment markets. 

Some optimists say that 
now is a great time to buy 
various investment in- 
struments, while other in- 
vestment pundits wouldn't 
(ouch them with a ten foot 
Ticker tape. However, all 
serious investors agree on 
one basic principle—don't 
invest money at any risk 
level that you can't afford 
to lose. 

CoMidcratloM 

The intent of this article 
B not to tell you what in- 
vestments to make, but 
what considerations you 
should think about before 
you invest at all. Such pol- 
itical and economic con- 
cerns as the rising level of 
infiation, the possibility of 
wage and price controls, 
or the weakness of the 
dollar in international 
Currency markets may be 
governing your feelings 
about investment opport- 
unities. 

The overriding factor 
regarding your market 
selections, however, must 
be closely lied to your per- 
sonal needs and object- 
ives, whether they be a de- 
sire for a rising income 
level during retirement 
years or a plan to help 
defray current federal and 
state income taxes. 

There are four concepts 
to consider while 
developing your invest- 
ment portfolio and" they 
are: Preservation of prin- 
cipal, liquidity, risk vs. re- 
ward, and diversification. 

•Preservation of prin- 
cipal refers to the need to 
protect your original 
dollar investment against 
inflation. 

•Liquidity refers to how 
readily you can convert 
your investment dollars 
into cash. 

•Risk vs. reward refers 
to your ability to assume 
risk. How much of your 
principal can you afford 
to lose compared with the 
rate of return you expect 
from the investment. Sim- 
ply stated, the greater the 
expected return, the 
ireater the risk. 

•Diversification is the 

iposite of putting all 
your eggs fn one basket. 
You should strive to have 
several different types of 
investments., .considering 
stocks, bonds, real estate, 
etc. If your portfolio con- 
sists of a significant pro- 
portion of common 
stMks, the selections 
should be from different 



sectors of our economy, 
such as petroleum, capital 
goods, or consumer dis- 
gression. 

With the four concepts 
in mind, look at two of the 
major investment alter- 
natives. 

•Bonds offer you a 
fixed income return 
through a stated rate of in- 
terest until the maturity of 
the bond. At maturity 
your original investment 
in the bond is repaid to 
you. Althou^ you get a 
fixed income dinring the 
period of your investment, 
the level of income will 
not be increasing. During 
periods of stable interest 
rates, bond prices do not 
fluctuate as much as stock 
prices; therefore, bonds 
tend to increase the 
stability of your portfolio. 
However, even at 5% rate 
of inflation (which now 
seems only a fond 
memory), a SI0,(X}0 bond 
purchased today would be 
worth only $7,000 in pur- 
chasing power in five 
years. 

Inflation 

Inflation and interest 
rates change, and these 
fluctuations impact bond 
prices. As interest rates 
rise, existing bond prices 
fall, and the converse is 
true as well... falling in- 
terest rates cause existing 
bond prices to rise. 

Recently we have wit- 
nessed unstable interest 
rates and bond prices have 
been quite volatile relative 
to historical relationships. 

To lock in a certain level 
of fixed income over a 
given period of time, bon- 
ds definitely have appeal. 
But they should not be 
judged as protection 
against inflation. 

Some different types of 
Ijonds include gover- 
nment, corporate, and 
municipal. All these bonds 
offer various coupon rates 
at diverse maturity dates. 
Government bonds arc 
deemed the highest quality 
but historically they do 
not offer as high an in- 
come or coupon return as 
corporate bonds. 

Municipal bonds have a 
much lower coupon level 
than corporates or gover- 
nments. Their chief 
benefit is that you do not 
pay federal-and in some 
cases state-income taxes 
on the income from these 
bonds. These bonds arc 
particularly attractive to 
people of all ages and 
stages in life whose 
marginal tax bracket is 
very high. (The marginal 
tax rate is the percent of 
income tax paid on the last 
dollar you earn. This rate 



is higher than your overall 
tax rate) Municipals 
should be considered at 
the 48-50^ marginal tax 
area and above. 



Cooinoa stocks 

Common stocks are an 
alternative for your in- 
vestment portfolio. They 
typically offcar higher 
liquidity and total return, 
but at a higher risk than 
many other investments. 
(Total return refers to the 
stock price movement plus 
dividend yield.) When 
considering common 
stock as a hedge against 
inflation, investors con- 
centrate on the growth in 
the dividend level to 
provide inflation protec- 
tion. 

Have you ever won- 
dered what affects the 
price of your common 
stocks? Studies indicate 
that 509i of a stock's 
movement is influenced by 
the general economy and 
the stock market, 30% is 
due to factors affecting 
the industry in which the 
rompany operates, and 
only 20% of the 
movement is due to fac- 
tors affecting the com- 
pany itsdf . 

So with the above in- 
formation in mind, you 
should have a basic know- 
ledge of our e^Miomy, 
realize which indiutries 
will benefit from part- 
icular economic trends, 
and select companies 
which will be most attrac- 
tive to achieve your In- 
vestment objectives. 

When building invest- 
ment portfolios, attempt 
to reduce the risk of loss 
by diversifying your sel- 
ections among stocks in 
industry groups that are 
not affected by the same 
economic factors. For.- 
example, if you buy food, 
retail, and cosmetic 
stocks, then you are only 
exposed to the consumer 
sector of the economy. 
Consider using petroleum 
or high technology stocks 
as well as cyclical in- 
dustries (cyclical in- 
dustries are those that flu- 
ctuate with the current 
business cycle, such as 
chemicals or auto- 
mobiles.) 

How many stocks 
should you consider? Of 
course the answer will 
vary depending upon your 
finances, but as many as 
15 different stocks will 
give you exposure to num- 
erous areas of our 
economy and help to 
diversify the economic 
and market risk of any 
one stock on your overall 
performance.

doesn't know you own it. 

Investments don't have 
to be limited to bonds or 
stocks. Smart money is 
also going into real estate, 
antiques, art, fast food 
franchises, etc. These 
choices are very 
specialized, yet most can 
give you aesthetic en- 
joyment while your invest- 
ment dollars are at work. 

Once you have deter- 
mined which investment 
alternatives are right for 
you, you need to consider 
the mix of assets that is 
best suited to meet your 
objectives, The investment 
mix refei> to the percen- 
tal you invest in com- 
mon stocks, bonds, real 
estate, etc. Each in- 
dividual's portfolio will 
vary, of course, depending 
upon his or her personal 
objectives. A retired per- 
son may feel that a high 
level of current income is a 
primary objective; a 
couple building an estate 
for young children may 
focus upon maxiumum 
growth over a long term. 

Just from these two 
examples, you can see how 
important it is to set your 
objectives before you sel- 
ect your investments. But 
realiM that something 



could happen to change 
your objectives such as re- 
tirement... change in in- 
come level... any number 
of things. The key is 
management flexibility. 
As an investor your pri- 
mary responsibility is to 
understand and have full 
knowledge of your per- 
sonal financial picture. 

Then, should you em- 
ploy the services of a por- 
tfolio or investment 
manager, you should 
analyse tlw following six 
areas to identify your con- 



straints and objectives 
before building your por- 
tfolio. 

1 . Principal— preser- 
vation of the principal in 
light of inflation. 

2. Income— your need 
for current income and in- 
come growth. 

3. Taxability— is the in- 
. vestment taxable in whole 

or in part, or is it tax free? 

4. Temperament— re- 
fers to how you react to 
market changes-how 
emotional are you? 

5. Expertise of Man- 



ager—refers to his or her 
breadth of knowledge of 
stocks, bonds, real estate, 

etc. ..J 

6. Marketability— con- 
sider only investments that 
trade frequently enough to 
meet your need for liquid- 
ity. 

Once you have studied 
the above points, you can 
ten establish your por- 
tfolio objectives and can 
construct your portfolio 
considering mix of in- 
vestments, maturities,' 
quality, and diversificat- 



ion, Finally, you should 
determine a policy for re- 
viewing your investments 
to see what changes 
should be made in Ught of 
changing investment op- 
portunities or differences 
in your financial goals. 

Remember Ben Frank- 
lin's challenge--" Money 
makes money, and the 
money that money makes 
makes more money!" 
Franklin had learned the 
investment secret which is 
to make money work hard 
for yoii.

2. At a meeting duly called and held on April 1, 1980,

The proceeds 
of the Bonds when issued, will be used to finance the 
costs of the acquisition, construction and equipping of 
the Project and the issuance of the Bonds. 

3. When issued, the Bonds will be valid, legal and 
binding limited obligations of the Authority, payable 
solely form the revenues and receipts received from the 
lease or sale of the Project to Best Products and other 
security, if any, pledged therefor. The Bonds will not 
consitute a debt or a pledge of the faith and credit of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia or any political subdivision 
therof, including the Authority and the City of Virginia 
Beach; no taxing power of any political subdivision of 
the Commonwealth of Virginia will be pledged to the 
payment of the Bonds; and the Bonds will not constitute 
an indebtedness ' within the meaning of any debt 
limitation or restriction.

202,500 tons of sand dumped

Filband isn't cheap. 

If Virginia Beach had to 
buy sand for its annual 
beach replenishment 
project, it would cost ap- 
proximately between 
$523,000 and $720,000, 
according to local con- 
tractors, juM for the sand. 

But in buying the Bird- 
neck Road borrow pit, the 
pit where this year's new 
sand comes from, it is ex- 
pected the City will not 
have to buy additional 
sand for at least eight 
more years. 

150,000 cnUc yards 

Presently, almost a 
score of workers are work- 
ing six days a week, dum- 
ping 150.000 cubic yards 
of sand between 16th and 
40th Streets at the Beach, 
the area "which needs it 
the most." according to 
E. V. Williams Construc- 
tion Company Inc. fore- 
man, Darrell Saunders, 
Chesapeake. 

"We add sand to the 
beach every year," Saun- 
ders said. 

"RigKt nowy -KWre 
makmg about 25 dumps 
an hour, or about 375 to 
400 dumps a day. We ex- 
pect to finish by Memorial 
Day." 

Saunders said "nothing 
is easy" about laying new 
sand. 

"It's never an easy job 
to disperse this much 
sand," he explained. 

"We find ourselves con- 
tinually checking and 
rechecking our grading of 
the sand, and the distance 



it is spread. 

"Plus, it is a big job just 
to make sure the process 
of trucking the sand from 
the borrow pit near the 
Seatack recreation park 
goes smoothly." 

More Beach for vUtors 

According to Saunders, 
the added sand will in- 
crease the size of the beach 
in the following ways: 

"Whereas some areas 
of Uie beach have washed 
away almost to the boar- 
dwalk," he said, "the new 
sand will allow for ap- 
proximately 60 feet of 
sand between the boar- 
dwalk and the ocean. 

"Erosion is worst from 
the 17th Street fishing 
pier, north; 40th Street is 
espedally bad. 

"I expect that after the 
project is completed, we 
will have increased the 
height of the sand above 
sea level about three or 
four feet. 

"Right now. the boar- 
dwalk is at 12 feet above 
sea level and the sand is at 
about nine feet. 

"Before we bq^ ad- 
^^g' mHb, ~um^' 'Sun wait 
only about five (^ six feet 
above sea level." 

As the sand is applied to 
the beach, its color is 
brown to dark brown. 

"This is because it was 
brought from within the 
Earth, and was originially 
covered with mud, clay, 
dirt or all three," Saun- 
ders said. 

"After a few days in the 
sun, however, it will 
bleach out white, as nor- 
mal."

"Tourism is the biggest 
tax base in the City," he 
explained. 

"Without a proper 
beach to attract tourists to 
our lo(»l businesses, the 



City and its merchants 
could lose large amounts 
of revenue annually. ' ' 

£i*Mion comnrisdon 

Nelson said the erosion 
commission was formed in 
1950; and in 1952 one 
million cubic yards of 
sand was applied to the 
beach. 

"The commission is 
responsible for the beach 
from Rudee Inlet to 49th 
Street," he said. 

"We are to provide con- 
tinuous (sand) nourish- 
ment. 

"Initially we placed one 



million yards of sand at 
the beach, but the number 
has been decreasing over 
the years. 

"We decided to buy our 
own borrow pit, last year, 
at $508,850 which we ex- 
pect will supply us with 
sand annually for eight 
more years. 

"Our pit is located near 
the Seatack Park, which 
we keep pumped clear of 
water, and will be used in 
the future as a recreational 
pool after its sand supply 
is depleted. 

"We accepted bids 
from local contractores 
last January to clear the 
land the pit is located on, 
and haul sand. Hie E. V. 
Williams company won 
the bid." 

Sand cost 

Contractors charge for 
sand depending on how 
much is bought, where it 
will go, and how many 
stoplights there are in 
between. 



"A 10 wheel dump 
truck costs 40C a minute to 
operate," a local con- 
tractor said. 

"So we have to deter- 
mine the length of the 
route the truck has to 
cover, plus its payload, 
before we fix the rate. 

"But in general, flilsand 
cwts between $3.50 «id 
$5.00 a cubic yard. 

"If it cost $4.80 a yvd, 
as some contractors 
charge, ft would cost the 
City (just for the sand) 
$720,000. 

"If it rost $3.50, which 
could be the price if a 
large enough quantity of it 
is bought, it would cost 
$525,000. 

"As it is now, with the 
dty owning the sand pit, 
all they pay for is the 
trucking and labor expen- 
ses of moving it and 
grading it. 

"It's expensive, but 
necwsary."

Friddell, after a few 
plugs fw his 1979 book, 
"Ccrfgate Darden's Cai- 
versatiais with Guy Fri- 
ddell," published by Un- 
iversity Press of V i r- 
ginia, $12.95, began a -«) 
minute consideration of 
reading books over wat- 
ching television. 

^klt entirely 
adverse to T.V. 

"Fm not entirely ad- 



verse to televisirai" he 
said to the predomin- 
antly female audience. 

'I do recognize some 
of its blessings: Like for 
people in old fo I k s' 
home, and in hospitals. 
It gives them relief. 

"And I think if it 
hadn't been for televis- 
ion, we might have been 
in Viet Nam longer than 
we were. 1 also think 
television hastened pas- 
sage of civil rights laws. 

Friddell says he en- 
joys viewing "The Mup- 
pets" for their comedy 
and zip, and ''Barney 
Miller," for its human- 
ity. 

Friddell mainta i n s 
that "It's better live 
(yourselO than wa t c h 
others live. Liv i n g 
should be taken liter- 
ally." 

Television and children 

Friddell thinks televis- 
ion can be beneficial fcr 
children, but persMially 
thinks all Jacques Cous- 
teau does is swim a- 
ramd chasing whales, 
and that Marlin Perkins 



should be stuffed. 

He does critic i z e 
shows that deplict con- 
flicts 'between married 
couples, and those not 
married. 

"Children doi't un- 
derstand arrangements 
ncm-married are in," he 
said. 

He thinks the char- 
acter "Edith" in "All in 
the Family" is good be- 
cause she stood fw wo- 
men's rights; but can't 
believe some of t h e 
things "Archie" says in 
his latest series. 

Books require 
more thinking 

Friddell accuses tele- 
vis icm of "thinking for 
us." 

"Most of the stuff 
they put on television is 
pre-chewed and pre-dig- 
ested," he said. 

"It's like baby food 
that has to be spoon fed 
to children. 

"But with bo o k s, 
there is no middle mtm. 
No screens, no filters." 

Friddell said Virginia 
Be«:h residents need to 



compete with television 
for their children's intel- 
lectual growth. 

"Most of you here are 
a bode crowd," he said, 
"and to save your child- 
ren ftxxn television, you 
need to read to them at a 
very young age. 

"You must teach them 
a love for books. You 
must compete with tele- 
vision... 

"...to get my children 
to read, instead c^ wat- 
ching television. I'd give 
them a dollar. I'm not 
above bribing them, it's 
for a good cause. And by 
teaching them to read 
well, they automatically 
become good writers." 

In closing, Fridd e 1 1 
urged Virginia Bea c h 
residents to support 
local schools and Ub- 
rarks; uid other public 
educMioQ concerns. 

Ife ended he dbcuss- 
ion, before retiring to a 
wine and dieese receiM- 
ion. on a %cSi, insfNiatiGn 
literary note, by nmiiKl- 
ing the still crowd: "The 
world is an open book."

An orientation program 
for parents and children 
who wiU attend kindergar- 
ten classes during the 
1980-1981 school year wiU 
be presented at each 
elementary school.

Public pension offset 
could affect some 
government employees 

Are you a Federal worker or a SUte or local jover- 
nment employee whose job is not covered by^sociai 
security? And have you been counting on receiving a 
dependent's benefit on your spouse's social security 
record in addition to a pension from your public agen- 
cy? 

If you answer "yes" to both questions, then you may 

be affected by a provision in the social security law 
called "public pension offset." Many government 
workers nearing retirement have been asking about this. 
The public pension offset will not affect most people 
until December, 1982 and later. However, it's 
something you should know about now so you can plan 
your financial future. 

How It works 

Here's how the offset works: The amount of your 
social security benefit as a dependent or survivor is 
reduced-dollar for dollar-by the amount of your 
public pension. For example, if your potential social 
security benefit as a wife is $250 a month and your 



t)ublic pension is $220, your actual wife's benefit would 
be S30. The offset will not apply if your Federal, SUte, 
or local government job is covered by social security on 
the last day you work. 

The offset applies only to social security spouse's and 
surviving spouse's benefits. You can still receive 
retirement or disability payments on your own social 
security record without reduction if you have worked 
long enough under social security. 

"Hiere's in exception to the offset if you now receive a 
public pension or will soon be eligible for one. But it will 
apply only if both of these conditions are met: 

(1) You must either receive or be eligible to receive 
your government pension before December 1982; 
whether or not you actually apply; and 

(2) You must meet all requirements for social security 
dependent or survivor benefits as they existed and were 
Interpreted in January 1977. More specifically: 

Special divorce rules , 



If you are a divorced woman, your marriage must 
have lasted at least 20 years, rather than 10 years under 
present law. If you are a man. your wife must have 
provided at least one-half of your support; you can't 
qualify if you were divorced from you wife. 

The purpose of the law is to eliminate a windfall 
payment of dependents' and survivors' benefits to 
retired government personnel who have their own pen- 
sions. The offset of public pensions under the new law 
extends to government pensions the same principle that 
has always applied to Social Security benefits. 

If you are planning your retirement and intend to file 
for Social Security in the future, you should kwp any 
papers or notices showing that you were eligible for a 
government pension before December I, 1982. 
Although it is not absolutely necessary that you furnish 
such proof, it will speed the processing of your claim if 
you do have it-especially if you will be retiring after 
1982.

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Boost yields on Virginia Beach farms 



Virginia Beach farmers advised to rotate crops 



"Rotate your crops." 
Often that's the advice 
given Virginia Beach far- 
mers by specialists a$ an 
answer to insect, weed and 
disease problems. 
Although most growers in 
the United States do prac- 
tice rotation, there are 
times when continuous 
corn is the best choice. 

Continuous corn is 
mosX common in the Corn 
Belt. Of the 13.5 million 
acres of com grown in 
Iowa in 1977. 1978 and 
1979, for instance, t^ly 
half was continuous. 
About Ave million acres 
of that com had been con- 
tinuous for more than two 
years. Dr. Bob Ruppel, 
Michigan State University 
entomologist, estimates 
that 50 percent of Michi- 
gan's corn is grown con- 
secutively for three years 
or longer. 



BooityielA 

Studies at the University 
of Illinois show crop 
rotation can boost com 
yields. Based on a 10-year 
average, corn following 
corn produced 124.3 
bushels per acre, while 
com following soybeans 
produced 133.2 bushek 
per acre the flrst y«ur and 
131.2 bushels the second 
year. Dr. D. F. Wilken, ag 
economist at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, explains 
that the decreased in yield 
may be due to the buildup 
of diseases and insects, as 



well as problems with 
planting and harvesting 
large quantities at the 
same time. 

However, based on 
some growers' experien- 
ces, corn following com 
can be profltable when 
conditions are favorable 
and good management 
practices are followed. 

Lenuel Chamberlain of 
Yadkinville, North Caro- 
lina has a 25-acre field in 
which corn has been 
growing continuously for 
the past 10 years. In 1979, 
that field yielded 215>/i 
bushels per acre, making 
Chamberlain the state 
high yield champion 
recognized by the N.C. 
CornOrowers Associa- 
tion. 

Chamberlain suggests 
his success is due to good 
weather conditions. But 
when he talks with pride 
about his calculated man- 
agement practices, it's 
clear that's what made the 
difference. For example, 
take his weed control pro- 
gram. Chamberlain has 
found that Sutant is an ef- 
fective preplant herbicide, 
but proper incorporation 
is what really makes the 
difference in adequate 
control of weeds. Add- 
itionally, switching from 
38" width rows to 30" 
rows helps shade out 
weeds, especially with 
early planting. 

FerttUzatfon 

Proper fertilization and 



insecticide application are 
important too. In the past 
ChJamberlain rotated his 
crops, but with con- 
tinuous corn, he observes, 
"yields are higher every 
year. I think the decaying 
stalks help form humus 
that b good for the crop." 

In deciding whether to 
plant continuous com or 
rotate with soybeans, 
farmers must consider 
several factors. Dr. Paul 
Roblnns, ag economist at 
Purdue University, 
outlines some of them. 

Yield relationships are 
affected by several 
variables. Some growers 
seem to do a better job 
with one crop than 
another. Often soil type 
dictates what crop can be 
grown profitably. If a 
grower's soybean yield is 
less than Wh of corn 
yield then. he should con- 
sider continuous com. If 
his soybean yields are 
more Uian one-third of 
corn yields, he should 
consider increasing 
soybran acreage. 

Timing is a critical fac- 
tor affecting yields. If a 
Com Beh grower is able to 
plant the crop before May 
10, usually com is his best 
bet. If the crop will not be 
planted until after May 
20, soybeans will often be 
more profitable. 

Livestock needs for 
grain should be taken into 
consideration. If a grower 
can use all the com he 
produces for feed, then 
it's usually best to grow 



his own and avoid sdling 
beans to buy com. 

Storage and drying ci4>- 
acity nuy determine whidi 
crop should l>e planted. If 
they are limited, more, 
soybeans should be 
grown, since three acres of 
soybeans can be stored in 
the space it takes for one 
acre of corn. Stored crt^ 
can make more money at 
sales later in the year, 
when the crop is not to 
abundant. For example, 
on given days in 1978-79 
in Indiana, com sold for 
$1.97 in the fall and $2.36 
in spring, while soybeans 
increased from $6.29 to 
$7.25. respectively. 

Cash flow must be 
adequate for growing 
corn, since variable costs 
are about $50 per acre 
higher for com than for 
soybeans. 

Weed problenn 

Weed problems may be 
handled more easily in 
corn than in soybeans 
because of the more 
powerful herbicides 
available in com. 

Crop prices are 
especially important tot 
cash crop growers who 
buy and sell on the futures 
market, so r^ular ivice 
comparison is essential. 
Dr. Robbins recommoids, 
"If the price of soybeans 
is more than 2.7 times tlM 
price of com, then it is of- 
ten profitable to grow 
more soybeans. If the 
soybean price is less than 



2.4 times the price of com, 
com bec(»nes more pro- 
fitabli^ on the average. 



Some insect probtems 
increase in com fdlowing 
com. Growers may expa- 
ience laiior poputatiMU of 
European corn borer, 
black cutw<Min and other 
insects, but the main pest 
is the com rootwwm. 

Dr. Don Kuhlman. m- 
tomol<^t at iht Univo'-. 
sity of VMcki, identifia 
the com rootworm as the 
most trmiblesome pest In 
continitotts. corn. He 
reccMnmaids crqi> roOttipn 
as the best method (tf con- 
trol, but if a tfcmti is 
conindtted to continuous 
«)m, diances are that \» 
will ha^ to rdy on a soQ 
insecticide such as 
Dyfonate. Counter, 
Furadan, Lorsbaa, 
Thimet or Mocap (or 
Amaze if labde(0. 

To d^rmine whether 
an insecticide will be 
needed, J<Hm LctfgreB, vor 
tfHnok^ at the Univar- 
sity of Minnesota, 
recommends that growers 
scout fields thoroughly 
from the ad (tf July to 
Mid-August. "If in- 
festations arc high 
enough-one bMtle or 
more per pUmt-ttien {dan 
to use one of the iinect- 
icides recodunoKled by 
the state , extcadoQ wu- 
vice,"hesays. 

It has been found that a 
dass of insecticides will 



sometimes fail after 
several years of succosful 
use. In this case, Dr. 
Kuhlman recommends 
changing from ^ car- 
bamate, if om is being 
lued, to an organc^hos- 
l^te sudi as li^ftMiate 
Counter, llilmet, Lorsban 
or Mocap. "If a soil in- 
tectk^ ^ve good con- 
trol this year," he says, 
"diances are Uiat it will 
do a good job the 
following year. If the 
Iffoduct gave unsatisfac- 
tory control this year, then 
it's time to switch." 



In terms of weed ocm- 
trol. I^. Bill Meggitt, 
Mkfaigan State Univerrity 
agron<Mnirt, suggests that 
a combination of 
cultivaticni and chemical 
control is the answer. 
Eaily chemical and mech- 
aaictkl control, combined 
wldi narrow row spi^ng, 
hdps form a crop canopy 
that prevents sunlight 
from reaching emerging 
vi«eds lata in the season. 
Oood weed control affects 
good iiMect control, too. 
There tend to be fewer 
amyworms in corps that 
have less quackgrass, for 
enunide. 

Heavily infested fields 
may require an intense 
dionical control program. 
Atrazine provides good 
c(mtrol of broadleaf 
weeds and can be used in 
continumis wm at hi^ier 
rates with len worry abmit 



carryover. Howevw, aftar

Black Drum begin biting

Anglers from as far away as New Jersey flocked to 
Cape Charles this past weekend to try their luck on 
black drum and with very good results. On Monday, I 
talked to Vriginia State Game Warden Sgt. Mike 
Casson of Northhampton Co., and he told me that the 
drum were really running. 

Mike, who on his days off, takes out fishing parties 
on Capt. Walter Lewis' charter boat. "Nancy Mae," 
had a pretty good weekend. On Friday, his party caught 
eight black drum, the largest weighing in at 75 lbs. On 
Saturday, and Sunday, hb parties brought back four 
each day. Mike said you could also catch aH the bluefish 
you wanted. 

New Jersey gronp draa flshlng 

Emmet Bailey of Bailey's Bait and Tackle Shop at 
Cape Charles had just about the same news. Emmet told 
me that a group of fisherman representing the Hyland 
Anglers club from Vineland, N. J. came down to do a 
little dram fishing and had excxllent luck. Tony Riccio 
and Richie Graff, both members of the club, had the 
most impressive fish for the week. Tony caught a 95 lb. 
black drum and Richie landed a 40 lb. stripp^ bass 
(rockflsh). Both fish are of ciution weight but the 
Virginia Saltwater Fishing Tournament doan't begin 
until Miyl. 

Emm^ lud another fishing tale for me this week. He 
told me that two Delaware fishermen came down to go 
fkNinder fishing at Wachapreague. Not being familiar 
with the area, however, they pass«l by WachaprMgue 
and end«i up at his tackle shop at Cape Charles. Em- 
m^, b^n the good salesman he is. sold them some 
^Ris and 9/0 hooks and told them where to catdi 

(bum. 

Tte two a^^ lauiKhed at Cape Charles HariKMr 
mA tm down to the 16 bouy a^ commenced to drum 
f^ with th«r small flmnder rods and rMk. One of the 



anglers, after a two hour fight, landed an 80 lb. bkck 
drum on the small fishing rigs. That is some real fine 
fishing, espedally since it was their first time afto* the 
large dram fbh. 

Dqic Charles close by 

Many fisherman on this side (western shore) of the 
bay feel that it is too far for them to go to Cape Charles 
to try for black dram, or they are not sure of what to do 
once they get there. Well. Cape Charles is only a 50 mile 
drive from Chesapeake and even a few miles closer from 
Virginia Beach, so the drive is no excuse. 

The majority of the drum during the early season are 
caught at the north end of the bridge-tunnel and off 
Kiptopeke Beach (concrete shi|»). So it is an even shor- 
ter run if you launch your boat at Lynnhaven, Little 
Creek, of Willoughby. But, if you do this, ytni want to 
be an experienced boat handler and keep a close eye on 
the weather, it is an 18 to 24 mile ran by bMt and it 
doesn't take the bay long to get rough. For banners, I 
suggest you launch at Cape Charts. 

For tackle you should use a stiff boat rod with a bait 
casting reel (a Penn Pier 309). You should use 40 to 50 
lb. test line until you become a little more proficient. 
Then you can go to a smaller line. 

Sea dams good bait 

You should use a fbh finder rig with & 6/0 to 9/0 
hook with a 6 to 8 ounce sinker. You should bait this 
with the Easton Shore Sandwich (clam and half a crab). 

I prefo' to use sea-clams by themselves, but they are 
sometime hard to find. If you use the clam crab san- 
dwich, ymi will need some rabber bands to help keep the 
clam on tlw hook.

Generally, the Innkeep- 
ers, along with the city 
staff, would like to take 
parking ofi' of Atlantic 
Avenue and t h e mer- 
chants and restauratuers 
want it on. 

George Leary, r e pre- 
senting the 59-member 
Innkeepers Associa t i o n 
and Joseph Hawa, repre- 
senting the merchants - 
restaurateurs, got toget- 
her before the meeting 
and reached a canpro- 
mise which would keep 
some of the parking and 
eliminate scHne.

The changes, Leary 
said would give emergen- 
cy vehicles and police an 
access lane down Atlantic 
Avenue. 

In a presentation made 
during the informal ses- 
sion of Council, Public 
Works director Oral 1am- 
bert said that there is 
insufficient room to pro- 
vide left turn lanes by only 
removing parking on one 
side of the street with only 
51 feet of pavement. 

At the end of April last 
year, parking was re- 
moved from both sides of 
Atlantic Avenue in the 
vicinity of I7th Street and 
22ndStrce and the left 
turn lanes were installed. 
About a month ago. 
Hawa and Leigh Forbes 
asked Council to reinstate 
the meters and parking 
and the reconunendation 
was approved by a vote of 
9-2. 

The acticm was opposed 
last week by Leary repre- 
senting the Innkeepers 
and CouncU voted to re- 
ccmsider the matter. After 
Mcmday's deferral the de- 
cisicm will be made next 
Monday based on infor- 
matioi from the business 
conmunity and the dty 
staff. 

Lambert reported t o 
Coundl that the left-turn 
lanes have substantially 
improved traffic cond i - 
tions on Atlantic Avenue, 
acceding to a time-delay 
study made befwe and 
after the installati<m of the 
lanes. 

Lambert said the situa- 
ticm will be improved fur- 
ther with a new signal 
which will be installed at 
22nd Street in conjunctiai 
vrith the 21st uid 22nd 
Street Signal System. The 
city also plans to upgrade 
the signal at 17th and 
Atlantic. 

The city also omsidered 
removing all parking a- 
laig Atlantic from 14th 
Street to 25th Street. A 
survey of business estab- 
lishments alaig Atlantic 
Avenue fran 6th to 25th 
street shows that hotel- 
motel operators generally 
favor no parking while 
retail establishment and 
restaurants oppose a ban. 



Of 24 hotel-motel opera- 
tors polled. 12 Savored or 
strongly £avcred no park- 
ing, two were opposed, 
and only 4 were strongly 
opposed. The other six 
establishments were 
closed or not available. 

Of 59 retail establish- 
ments pdled, none 
strongly 

ex 59 retail establish- 
ments polled, seven &v- 
ored or strongly favored 
the ban, eight were op- 
posed, 24 strongly op- 
posed, three had no opin- 
ion and 17 were closed; 

<X39 restaurants poUed 
none strongly Savored the 
move, two favored it, two 
were opposed, 17 strongly 
p~psed, six had no opin- 
ion and 12 were closed or 
not in. 

Hawa also presented a 
petition to the city from 80 
businesses on Atlan t i c 
asking to restore and re- 
tain all parking oo Atlan- 
tic. Hawa said, however, 
that he thinks the people 
would find the compro- 
mise acceptable. 

Mary Kapetoncdds, who 
operates the PlanUtion 
Restaurant at 30th Street 
and Atlantic, said that the 
one-way street (30th 
Street) had ruined her 
business. 

Mrs. Tessie Fentress, 
who operates the Planta- 
tion Motel, and Mrs. 



Mary M. Purdy who is as- 
sociated with the restau- 
rant, supportedLhec dejec- 
tion to oM-way streets. 

Russell Cham plain, 
owner d the Kona Kai 
Motel, said that he repre- 
sented at least sut motels.

He was agunst parking 
on Atlantic and said park- 
ed cars pose a danger fbr 
children crossing to and 
from the beach, he added 
that some ai the beach 
frequenters "live ther (in 
the parking spaces) smoke 
pot, drink and cuss all 
night." He said people 
park big campers. "What 
we've got is one big 
screaming iimss. ft looks 
worse than Bour b o n 
Street." 

He also dbjected to tlM 
compromise suggest i o n 
that loading be done on 
the east side where his 
establishment is located. 
"Why don't they load on 
the west side?" 

He said he was in favor 
of taking parking off At- 
lantic and (^ more police 
protection.

ager George L Hanbury^ 
he said "Let George do 
what he waitts." Mmbury 
has favored taking park- 
ing offof Atlantk. 

Oiamplain charged ttel_ 
the merchanu have talira'^ 
their parking lots and 
made "put-puts" out of 
them "and now they wa« 
to use our streets."

Ervin said that CtMfh 
lain was right about deliv- 
ery trucks and suggested 
that loading zones might 
be established on side 
streets. 

Lambert also said that 
there was a great need to 
eliminate more parking on 
northwest ccmers Qf side 
streets that intersect At- 
lantic for safety which 
would invcrive 12 to 18 
spacer, and in varying 
degrees to increase vis- 
ibility by moving parking 
back on Atlantic at inter- 
sections. 

Hanbury said he still 
favored elimination o f 
parking on Atlantic which 
"would eliminate a lot (tf 
the nuisance prc^lems at 
night."
